The Democratic Members of the Leg¬ 
islature Determine to Begin 
the Balloting This 
Evening, 


And to Drop the Hindmost Candidate 
for Senator on Each Ballot Un¬ 
til a Selection is Made. 


Speaker Carlisle Asks His Friends Not to 
Vote for Him, But They Propose to 
Disregard His Wishes. 


The City Full of Prognosticators, Music 
and Excited Politicians—Sere* 
nades and Responses.

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 4.—Th© talk of the 
town to-day has bc©n Carlisle. That name 
has been heard on every corner and in every 
public place in Frankfort. Every individual 
who has met another has asked, *‘What do 
you think of Carlisle and his candidacy F* 
The other individual has responded, 4 *Wbat 
do you think?” and neither has received an 
answer. An excited individual rushed up to 
me this afternoon, in Ruhr's Hotel, and said 
be had just seen a dispatch from Car lisle, in 
which he positively forbade his name to go 
before the caucus. “That settles it,” he 
continued, "and Joe Blackburn will be nom¬ 
inated to-night. He will beat Williams not 
less than four rotes.” I went to Blackburn’s 
headquarters and asked if it was a fact that 
a dispatch had been received. Capt. James 
Blackburn said they had received no such 
dispatch, but be would not deny that be had 
seen some sort of a dispatch from Carlisle. 
Afterward 1 learned Carlisle had sent a dis¬ 
patch to Hallam, Clark and Robbins, saying 
he was not a candidate and did not want his 
name to go before tho caucus while 
Blackburn and Williams were before it. 
That of course meant nothing, so I had no 
reason to believe Carlislo would not be voted 
for to-night. 1 asked Hallam what he knew, 
but I learned nothing. Whether he be poli¬ 
tician or not I enu not say—he denies that ho 
is—but if you are ever a candidate you could 
not, I think, put your interest* in the bands 
of a better manager than the Senator from 
Covington. A man of broad intelligence, 
quick penetration, shrewd, well acquainted 
with human nature, of few words and very 
secretive in his methods, he keeps his own 
counsel and always wins his point, or if he does 
not win it you won’t know it. But with all 
this he has a warm heart, and proved it when 
he shed tears over Mrs. Cooke’s defeat the 
other night. Aside from Carlisle’s candi¬ 
dacy, the next greatest question has been. 
“Will there be a nomination to night?” This 
was a conundrum to tho people In Frank¬ 
fort, including the members of the caucus; 
but it seem* that away from hore every¬ 
body expected that there would certainly be 
a nomination. Every train which arrived 
this evening disgorged huge Ionds*6f visiting 
statesmen. Louisville, Lexington, Danville 
and many other towns sent strong Binckburn 
delegations. The hotels are swarming with 
people. The report has gone out that Chair¬ 
man Robbins has issued orders to the Ser¬ 
geant-at-Arms and Doorkeeper that no 0110 
should bo admitted to the ball of tho House 
of Representatives except the members and 
reporters. It was said that no one could 
even be allowed in the lobbies or galleries. 
One reporLwas that the newspaper reporters 
would be excluded, but those who were ac¬ 
quainted with Robbins’ good sense knew he 
would uover attempt that. 

THE CAUCUS. 

The rain, which had been falling steadily 
all the afternoon, poured down in torrents 
just before the caucus met. There w ore keen 
flashes of lightning and heavy thunders aLo. 
It looks like it will be a wild night. The sky 
is as black as ink, and there is mud and 
water everywhere. The crowds in the ho¬ 
tels are wet and hot. To drive off dampness, 
the bars have been well patronized. A hun¬ 
dred men have applied to me for passes to 
the caucus on account of the Courier-Jour¬ 
nal, and 1 have promised a hundred men I 
will get them in. As I entered the rotunda 
of the State-house I found it packed with an 
anxious crowd as closely os a sanlino box. 
Coming into tho hull through a squeezed 
muss, I find only the members and a few aged 
and infirm individuals in whom there is sup¬ 
posed to bo no guile. They ore, I thiuk. 
unarmed. Throe dozen ladies and perhaps as 
many gentlemen are in tho lobby. The gal¬ 
lery looks like a great arhiog void. Owens 
missed hi* usual ovation, but ho took 
bis old seat in front of tho dork’s desk. 
Offutt is fanning himself with a news¬ 
paper. By hts side sits Triplett, 
late of Sweeney’s camp, but now a good 
leader for Williams. Hallam has two or 
three telegrams in his hand and looks wise. 

Robbins rapped tho caucus to order and 
th© roll-call showed 1 IS members present. 
Whenever th© door opened during tho roll- 
call the crowd outside sent up a yell. As 
soon as the roll-call was finished Morernen 
sent up a resolution that the galleries bo 
thrown open and spectators admitted to 
thorn. 

Fogle offered a substitute, providing that 
the gnlleries bo opened and placed under tho 
surveillance of policemen and spectators ad¬ 
mitted. 

Stoll moved to lay the resolution and sub¬ 
stitute on the table. 

Robbins stated that he had taken the re¬ 
sponsibility of closing the galleries, that he 
had done so in th© interest of decency nud 
good order, that he did not desiro to see any 
more disgraceful scenes like that of last 
week re-enacted. His remarks were ap¬ 
plauded. 

On Stoll's motion to lay on the table, the 
yeas and nays were deuiandod. It was 
adopted—yeas 71, nays 48. 

Senator Peay said he had a resolution 
which he desired to offer before tho trouble 
began. The Clerk read the resolution as 
follows: 

WnxREzs. Th© Constitution of th© United 
Stairs provides that the iiower to declare and in¬ 
augurate war rests only in Congress; 

V\ iiKRszs. There wa* ereat danger that hostili¬ 
ties would commence on th® floor of tbl* hall last 
Friday nlgut nnd tnus trample into dust, tear 
into slit ©u*. the provisions of that sacred instru¬ 
ment: now in order to preserve the dignity of the 
State and of this causus If it has anv. be it 

Itriioh'ed, That the Seiveant-at-Atm* of this 
bodv be armed with a couple of horse pistols and 
a saber, and ttie artillery from the are© rial on the 
hill be placed tn position and trained so a« to 
sweep the main aisle of this house with murder¬ 
ous dlrtcliaree in cm*© of *udden emergency, and 
that "a hundred thousand unarmed Kentuck¬ 
ians* * be reuueiited to stand as senUnals of vtrtue 
around this building as a gentle reminder to 
UUelgthe war like spirit of the bellicose members 
of the caucus. 

During its reading the Clerk was frequent¬ 
ly interrupted with shouts ef laughter. Th© 
resolution was declared out of order. 

JOHN CAIN DRAWN. 

Mr. Gernert arose aud withdrew the name 
of Uou. JohnS. Cain, of Louisville, os a can¬ 


didate for United States Senator. Th© cau¬ 
cus then resumed consideration of Barnaul’* 
resolution. Mr. Buramn withdrew hi* reso¬ 
lution and it was not noted upon. 

Senator Fogle withdrew the name of Hun. 
Ed. McGrath, and Mr. Puckett that of Hon. 
Oscar Turner os a candidate for United 
State* Senator. 

Senator Munday arose. Th© caucus was 
very quiet now. as nil knew he would with¬ 
draw Sweeney’s name. He did so, saying: 

Mr. Chairman— 1 Brine not to make the speech 
which the press bos mistakenly indicated wns 
already prepared fur th« purpose, hut dimply to 
avail myself of th© first formal opportunity for 
exerciaihc a parliamentary privilege. In th© 
political fables of the time, the classic stream of 
i>alt rivrr ha* be»-n devoted exclusively to fh© 
navigation of political balk* upward bound, as 
is weil kouwti by some gentlemen present who 
have sought the sweet solace of u haven on It* 
headwaters. In polhical history it Is amimiug 
graver importance aud becoming a barrier by 
proscription yet, ami by proscription agnimu 
western Kentucky interest© nml ambition, a 
*ort of a Tilier. as it were, to separate Home 
fri.m the provinces: and yet beyond this stream 
lie* thirty ample nr.d fertile couutlrs. one-third 
of the great Btate of Kentucky, a domain vaster 
than the foundations of (he Homatfe’npire and 
richer in natural resources than some of the 
greatest States of the East. No region has been 
more bounteous in every tribute to the State and 
tho Uuion and. the deeds of in«A tell letter 
than w..rdg of mine the magnificent manhood of 
that noble prople. Still, from nmne:© these peo¬ 
ple have come during the history of the State 
only two or thre»* Governor* and only three or 
four Senator*. The minor position© have been 
doh-d out in small proportions, and Western aspi¬ 
ration has been rarely prrmiti«d even to drift into 
the political dead eddy of the Governorship 
Nevertheless, it is to thnt region thntth© Demo¬ 
crats ever turn their ©y«* for swift, sure and safe 
support, and its Democracy have ever seemed 
th© very Achilles of th© Democratic hosts: hold 
and untiring. alwa>sarrn©d for the fray and in¬ 
evitable at every point: it is always at the front 
when you waul victories won agaiust th© com¬ 
mon enemy, nnd though your Nestor* of th© 
mountains have often supplanted him in th© 
councils of the lmst* and your Ag.iitieimioni of 
tho Bliiegras.s have apprepiated n ; * prize*, he 
sulks not in hts tent like the ancient Acuities, but 
moves bravely forward to greater conquest. It 
was in the interest of such a pe >plc, lu the name of 
such a Democracy, that we sought toumpbasizu 
and if possible enforce th© principles of equal 
representation. The man who entne fb- wan! for 
this occasion was learned in the law, wi«© in the 
affair* of business, familiar with the interest of 
the people and faithful to the behests of bis par¬ 
ty. As such he dc-erves the solid support of hi* 
own section, and the fair consideration 01 all 
others. Whether h© ha* receJv*?d It or not lot tlie| 
history of this caucus show, and if the puhltc in¬ 
terest has been post)toned for this dead-lock, let 
it also show whj\ for what, and by whom. You 
held th© dead-lock to make prisoner uf the equal 
right* of representation in every section, wolle 
w** held it on nothing more sacred than the po¬ 
litical ambition that seems always to animate the 
mountain mind and spring eternal in the Blue- 
grass breast. In order to break this dead lock we 
proi»osed th© plan embodied lu the resolution pre¬ 
sented by the gentleman from Davie** Wednes¬ 
day Bight, dropping a candidate until Hie original 
contest between the other two wus settled, 
and then giving him the benefit of a da«h at the 
victor. 1 hough in on© quarter it met with a rash 
and heedless resistance, xvc had for aoiomeut the 
chains about their necks, os one of your own 
mini her expressed, but the abntti* of unfair 
dili&tory delayed our march. A few of our 
squadron were either blinded by th© smoke or 
stunned by the shock. Though hie sun of 
A'lsterlits shone on our onset, the i.’hsir’* gavel, 
too soon descending, finally rang in the night of 
Waterloo Into this joust to determine who should 
wear the crown of victory. Our hand came with 
no flourish of trumpet, have born© the brunt 
with no poisoned weapons, ancl retire from the 
arena with no stain upon our armor. 

In withdrawing the name of our candidate, I 
beg leave ou bis behalf to offer came*l thunks to 
the faithful friends who rallied so determinedly 
around him. He will no doubt bvur 
with him th© recollection of testvd 
friendship, which i« as awer-r to the 
pure taste, as the path or victory can be to the 
victor. 1 now withdraw the name of Hon. W. 
N. Sweeney, and the question remains, on whose 
form shall we cast the Senatorial tog.. In an- 
swering this question let us turn ft de«f *»•© to 
the Knouts which rang from the lri\ ’ay: look be¬ 
yond these narrow walls and i*»nd or.r ryes up *n 
th© happy hotuet strewn ov»*r the land from the 

I 1 mist-crowned mountains to tho mighty 
Pl. There in the heart* of the people. *b » await 
our verdict tbia night, find the fact, before them 
I now rises the bright record of the gziJunt ©orvice 
in the field, life-long sacrifice for hi© people, and 
faithful efforts In the former. Fur beyond State 
boundaries, too. the result is wiuchod by anxious 
Democracy throughout the Union, appealing to 
I 11 s to remember the political records of the past, 

I nnd bew-ure of our past misfortunes and mistake*. 
In the light of that record the wishes of our peo¬ 
ple end the Interest of the Democratic i»Arty, let 
us now take prompt and fearless action. 

Mr. Ratcliffe withdrew the name of John 
J. P. Harbiscn. 

Mr. Carroll seat up the following resolution: 
Resolv'd. That after the seventy-third ballot 
no new nomination* be made, and aft^r the sev¬ 
enty-fourth ballot the name of the hindmost can¬ 
didate b© dropped, and *0 continue on dropping 
until a nomination is made. 

Mr. Carroll s)>oke in support of this resolu¬ 
tion. He thought a full and fair opportunity 
hud been giten to every man who might de¬ 
sire to t»e a candidate. It was time for this 
to end, aud if bis resolution was adopted we 
would nominate a L ulled States Senator to¬ 
night. 

Senator Clarke made 

A LONG, HUMOROUS SPEECH, 
saying he could propose a method of settle¬ 
ment better than Carroll’s resolution. It 
was to withdraw the names of some candi¬ 
dates. He desired to withdraw the name of 
Hon. J. H. Williams, but if friends of that 
gentleman objected he would not insist. 
[Laughter.} 

S uutor Hallam said, following the prece¬ 
dent set by Clarke, he desired to withdraw 
the name of Hon. J. C. S. Blackburn, but 
would only do so by unanimous consent. 
[Renewed laughter.] 

Senator Dixon said he could see no reason 
why tho caucus should be limited only to the 
nominations made; that Carlisle wtu the 
greatest man in the Democratic party and 
in the country, and it is a duty which tho 
caucus owes to the party, to tue State and 
the country to nominate him as the next 
Senator. Ho said his constituency demand 
ed it of him, aud that he intruded to comply 
with what he conceived to be th© highest in¬ 
terest for bis constituency, his btato and 
country. 

Hallam said be desired to inquire if Car- 
roll said he wanted his resolution adopted 
in order to get a United States Senator, no 
matter who he may bo. 

“That is precisely what I said,” replied 
Carroll. 

CORRUPTION CHARGED. 

“Then,” said .Senator Hallam, “I can not 
concur in what the gentleman says. We can 
not afford to do anything discreditable to tho 
caucus. We can’t afford in the name of the 
intelligent and high-born people of Kentucky 
to elect your Dick or Harry United States 
Senator. I^ot us, in God’s name, select a 
man who will be a pride and houor to the 
State. We now hare tho opportunity to 
nominate and elect a man for United States 
Senator who has never shaken any man’s 
hand and asked him to vote for him. We 
know that the very air in Frankfort to-day 
is thick with rumors of corruption. (A voice, 
•Hurrah for you,’ aud great applause.) 
We know that it is openly said that this 
man’s vote and that man’s vote has been 
bought; that so many thousand dollars have 
been paid for votes. Whether these charges 
are true we know not. But we know the 
reputations of bright young and of 
feeble old men are blighted by charges 
of this sort. Wo breatho these 
charges in the air; but there is on© 
man we can name who is not connected with 
these charges; who has not set foot in Frank¬ 
fort duriug this campaigu. Let us give this 
nomination to him and honor ourselves aud 
the Stat©.”|

The reading of the telegram was loudly 
applauded. 

Senator Clark then rose and said he did 
not believe tho wishus of any c&udidute 
should be consulted In this instance. At the 
beginning of this caucus he said ho fully 
understood Mr. Carlisle’s position, and thut 
it was Mr. Carlisle’s decree not to make a 
contest for the Senatorial honors, but *t.ill he 
deemed it a duty th© caucus owed to the 
party, to the State and couutry, to look 
about over the field of men whose ©ervice* 
and ability merited and entitled them to re¬ 
ward and eminent distinction, and he 
thought that such a man had been found in 
Carlisle. It expressed his opinion, he said, 
and he believed he voiced the opinion of 
the jwople. He said ho did uot desire 
to b© understood as accusing any 
candidate or friend of a candidate of using 
unfair or improper means of influencing 
votes, but still it is generally known that 
such means have been charged against the 
candidate, and he thought chut not even a 
canvass should be made for such a dignified 
and honorable position. He said be desired 
it known that the votes he had cast for 
Blackburn had not occasioned him the 
slightest regret, but while he steadfastly re¬ 
fused to put hi* own choice in nomination, 
yet, after explaining ns be did his position, 
he hoped the caucus would regard the tele¬ 
gram and Mr. C.’arlLslo as common property 
of the party and tho country. 

Mr. Burnam said ho would not after this 
trouble the caucus with remarks of his. He had 
high regard for the old soldier,Gen. Williams, 
and for the gallant ami eloquent Capt. 
Blackburn, but there wo* one man whom the 
nation wanted to sec made United States 
Senator. Mr. Carlisle had no right to make 
this requifc of as. H© had not power to say 
who should be Senator from Kentucky. 
Whether ho wants to be voted for or not, we 
owe it to ourselves to elect him. As long as 
he is before this caucus 1 shall vote for him. 
W'e ought to rise as one man and vote for 
John G. Carlisle. 

Mr. Carroll said there bad been complaints 
made against his resignation, because it 
would hurt Mr. Carlisle. His friends seem 
to want time, yet every one knows his name 
is before the caucus as a candidate aud occu¬ 
pies the same position as other candidates. 
It tho caucus is unanimous for him, wo can 
nominate him ou the seventy-third ballot. 
He alluded to 

HALLAM’S CHARGES OF CORRUPTION, 
and said if they were true it wa* high time 
the contest shall end. He thought the Lsue 
was made up, and, in the language of the 
distinguished gentleman whoso standard the 
gentleman from Covington had so gallantly 
fullowed, “by who dallies is a dastard, and 
he who douhts is damned.” 

Mr. W’ood said, with a view to a speedy 
settlement of tho trouble, lie offered the 
following resolution as a substitute for Car- 
roll’s resolution: 

Resohfed. That this coueu* do now adjourn till 
7:20 o’clock to-morrow i*v©ning, at which time a 
United State* Senator shall l*e hullolcd for, and 
after the 7'M ballot the hindmost candidate shall 
be dropped, and *0 continue to he dropped until 
a nominal ion is made. 

Mr. Beckham moved to lay the substitute 
on the table, but in a moment withdrew it. 
The vole was ibeu taken on the substitute. 
It wa* evident from the beginning of tha 
rod-call that it would be adopted. When 
the name of Mr. Bell was called, Mr. Bimp- 
son voted for him.

FEVER HEAT. 

FRANKFORT RED-HOT WITH POLITICAL EX¬ 
CITEMENT.

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 4.—The excite¬ 
ment is at fever heat in Frankfort to-night. 
The crowd is something immense. The pub¬ 
lic rooms, corridors and stairways at the 
hotels are jammed with a restless moss, and 
even the street* outside are full. Men’s 
temples are throbbing and their blood is leap¬ 
ing at a lightning gait along their veins; 
there is music in tbo air—the music of brass 
instruments, mingled with the cheers of the 
multitude. In Gen. Williams’ headquarters 
the corks are flying like the bullets flew* at 
Cold Harbor, and the sparkling is flowing as 
free os the brave who fell beneath the storm of 
leaden miaxiles. If there is no wine at Black¬ 
burn’s headquarters, and 1 could not press 
through the crowd to find out, there is some¬ 
thing else just as good, and possibly better, 
in the opinion of the average Kentuckian. 
After the caucus adjourned, Wolf & 
Trost’s band, of Lexington, which had 
come here on a special train, paraded the 
streets, followed by a crowd of five hundred 
people, and marched into Blackburn's head¬ 
quarters at Ruhr's Hotel. Aftor filling the 
building with stirring melody for a*w*hilo, 
they came out in front of the hotel, followed 
by the crowd, which was rapidly increas¬ 
ing, aud, all stationing themselves on tue 
opposite street, cries of "Blackburn! Black¬ 
burn! Blackburn!” filled the air. The 
Congressman failed to appear, however. In 
a few moments the band aud crowd marched 
to th© Capital Hotel.

Washington, Feb. 4.—'The revenue re¬ 
formers mny be assured that no time bait been 
lost by Mr. Morrison and his Democratic 
colleagues on the Ways and Mean* Commit¬ 
tee in the mailer of revenue reform. Nor 
has there at auy time beeu more serious dif¬ 
ferences among the revenue reform members 
of the committee than the magnitude of the 
question and the Importance of the situation 
made inevitable to thoughtful raon having 
a full sense of the responsibility which rest* 
upon them. Tho month which has passed since 
the organization of the committee has been 
well spent. It was not for gentlemen in¬ 
trusted with the shaping of a party policy to 
be hurried by the impatience of their follow¬ 
ing, or goaded by the misrepresentations aud 
taunts of the enemy into precipitate, ill-ad¬ 
vised action, aud very wisely the majority 
on the committee has gone slow. 

Mr. Morrison has at length, after mature 
advisement and ample consultation, drawn 
a bill which he introduced into the 
House to-day, and which will form the 
basis or text for tariff discussion in the 
tower branch of Congress. In framing this 
bill Mr. Morrison had Urst to determine 
whether he would go the full length of the 
measure of relief and reform sought by the 
jiore ardent and sanguine among revenue 
reformers, aud in that event lose his bill in a 
Democratic House by an alliance of pro¬ 
active and cranky Democrats with the 
Republicans, or whether he would adapt 
bit means to his end and 'take tho practical 
step of proposing a measure which would join 
\be issues of revenue and protection directly 
and draw a square antagonism on the line of 
reduction and reform between the Republic¬ 
ans and Democrats. This he thinks his bill 
will accomplish. So do his Democratic col- 
eagues ou the Ways and Means Committee. 

Of course, Mr. Morrison does not expect 
his bill to pass through the House or even 
through the committee unaltered. He sub¬ 
mits a foundation for the policy which is to 
be built upon it. Tho debates which aro to 
follow will formulate and phrase the tariff 
plank in the next Democratic platform, 
t«;ougb less than a demand for revenue-only 
plank i* rarely known hem. 

In this while business Mr. Morrison is act¬ 
ing in perfect good leith, and doscrcs the 
uncere good wishes of all good Democrats.

The discussion of the Mexican Laud Claims 
bill was resumed in the Seuate alter the 
morning hour. 

Mr. bayard made another appeal for the 
passage of the bill as reported. 

Mr. Conger denounced the bill in good 
round terms, declaring it eulirely w rong in 
principle and in theory, and said he wuiild 
vak the Senate to accept his substitute which 
preserved good faith toward inexicaus as well 
a* other people.

HO All'S DISCOMFITURE, 

k SENATOR WHO GOT HAT UPON TWICE 
DURING ONE DAY’S SESSION.

Washington. Feb. 4.—Senator Hoar tried 
to get up a little diversion chi* morning, but 
tvas promptly sat upon by President pro 
tern. Edmunds. Mr, Edmunds had presented 
a communication from the Governor of Ohio, 
transmitting a resolution of the State Legis¬ 
lature in almost the exact language of the 
late State Democratic Convention’s platform 
ou tho tariff. 

As soon as the resolution was read, Mr. 
Hoar sprang to bis feet, and, with a sarcas¬ 
tic intonation, asked if the Governor hod 
sent any explanation with the resolution! 

“That is not a parliamentary question,* 1 
said Mr. Edmunds sharply. “The Governor 
transmits It in hi* official capacity and ad¬ 
dresses it to the Chair. * ’ 
f Mr. Conger tried to let Hoar down easily 
by asking if tho resolution was not of a po¬ 
litical nature. 

“The resolution,” repeated Mr. Edmunds 
with still more empnasi*, “in one of t.no 
Legislature of Ohio, lmn«raitti»d by its ex¬ 
ecutive officer to this body.*' 

This ended the discuaaiou. Hoar blushed 
redder thau a rose aud thumbed with hu 
keys. Conger gave a snort and sar down 
with a thump, i no Democratic Senators 
laughed at their dHcrmiiiuru. 
beuaioi lloar suffered another disappoint¬ 


ment during the morning hour. He intro¬ 
duced a resolution giving the Committee on 
Privileges and Election* power to relegate 
the investigation of the alleged political out¬ 
rages ut Danville and Copiah, to sub-com¬ 
mittees with power to proceed wherever 
necessary for tho purposes of the inquiry, 
aud to appoint such additional clerks a.-, ware 
needed. The object of th » resolution, it 
was whispered around la-forehand, was to 
let Mahone c&ko hold of the Dan¬ 
ville end and Johu -Sherman of 
the Copiah end of the inquiry*. 
The.se tw o sturdy invontigat- r- were to w hoop 
it up lively for the Democrats In these dis¬ 
trict* aud make some good campaign litera¬ 
ture. 

It was thought the Democratic Senators 
would show tight over the resolution and a 
lively scrimmage would occur. Mahone had 
a liti fa .*p«*och in readme** for thecmergvncy. 
Brother Hoar was to tiro off t he screed lie hud 
iu rwadiueiei for delivery on the original reso¬ 
lution. The Democrat* refused once more to 
bite.

WHAT THE FREE-TRADER SAID TO A WOOL- 

GROWER ABOUT MEN WHO GROW RICH 

AT THE PEOPLE’S EXPENSE.

Washington, Feb. 4.—Daniel Harps ter, 
of Wyandotte county. Ohio, President of 
the Wool-growers’ Association, and tho lar¬ 
gest individual wool-grower in America, is 
here trying to couvince Congress that the 
tariff ou wool ought to be restored to tho old 
figures. He is a large man and passionate. 
Ho seems to think that if bo can win Frank 
Hurd over to his ideas on tho wool tariff 
question bis mission would bo ended, which 
fa probably true. 

This morning Mr. Hnrpster tackled Frank 
and began to argue the quostion. Frank list¬ 
ened for a few minute* to the eloquence of 
the wool-grower, and then opened on him, 
thus: ‘ ‘Sir, it is just such men us you who 
are sapping the very foundation* of 
our republican institutions. it is just 
such inert* os you who are to-day growing 
rich at the expense of the poor of the land. 
It is just such men ns you, sir, who are sap¬ 
ping the life-blood out of tho growth and 
prosperity of the agricultural section? of 
our country, and forcing every small farmer 
in the land to mortgage hi* little homo to pay 
tribute to the rich and corpulaul bondholders 
of Wall street. It is juat such men as you 
who are to day enriching themselves off the 
very clothes the poor have ou their bucks. 
Sir, 1 aun opposed to your schemes. A way 
with your monopolies aud high tariff.” 

Mr. Daniel Marpater, of Wyandotte coun¬ 
ty, O., President of the Wool Growers’ As¬ 
sociation. and the largest individual wool- 
grower in America, then arose from hi* scat, 
looked wildly at Frank Hurd and shot out of 
the room. He said afterwards that Mr. 
Hurd was an “infernal fool.” 

There is where Mr. Harpster is mistaken. 

Mr. CouvcTbe w»s a«ked i tm morning what 
hopes lie had of the passage of the bill re¬ 
storing the dutv on wool.

The wool industry, espec¬ 
ially in the West, ingrowing to immense pro¬ 
portions, and if we allow foreigners to come 
over here and sell that article below the cost 
of production in this country, then our peo- 
lo who raise sheep had hotter sharpen tueir 
nives aud go to killing them.”

MORRISON'S TARIFF BILL 

COMPLETED AND INTRODUCED IN THE HOUSE 

YESTERDAY—PROVISIONS OV THE MEAS¬ 
URE. 

Washington, Feb. 4.— Representative 
Morrison completed hi* Tariff bill tbi* morn¬ 
ing, and during the call of tho State* intro¬ 
duced it iu the House. The bill was pre¬ 
pared lost week, vvitb the exception of placing 
a few article* on the freo lint, concerning 
which Morrison wan undecided. A reduction 
of 20 percent, is made in numerous articles, 
while in a few case* tho reduction t* greater 
or less than this rate. A provision preveuU 
any reduction to a rate lower than in the 
Morrill Actor 1801. 

The title of the bill is “Aa act to reduce 
the import duties aud war-tariff taxes.” It 
provide* that, on and after the 1st day of 
July, 1884. in lieu of tho tax and rate* of 
duty imposed by tuo law on the importation 
of goods, wares and mercUandfae mentioned 
iu the several schedules of * * An uct to re¬ 
duce tho internal revenue taxation ami for 
other purposes,” approved March 3. 1886, 
aud hoiciuafUir enumerated, there shall be 
levied, collected and paid 80 |>er cent, of the 
several duties and rate* of duty now 
imposed on said article* severally; that is to 
sav, on all articles tuoutioued in schedule 
“I,” cotton and cotton goods; schedule 
“J,” hemp jute and fiaK goods, other than 
jute bull*; schedule “K,” wool and woolens; 
schedule ”C,” metals, other than ores; 
schedule “M,” book*, papers, etc.; schedule 
“E,” sugar: schedule “F,” tobacco; sched¬ 
ule “D, wood and woodeiiware. except as 
hereinafter provided on all articles subject 
to an ad varlorem duty in schedule “B,” 
earthenware aud glassware; schedule “G,” 
provisions, except a* hereinafter provid¬ 
ed; schcdulo ”N, sundries, other than pre¬ 
cious stones, salt, coal, brittle* and lime; 
schedule “A,” chemical products, ex¬ 
cept os hereinafter provided, no duty 
or rate of duty shall, after said first day 
of July, 1S84, be levied, collected or paid 
in excess forty per cent, ad valorem or Its 
equivalent on cotton and cotton goods, fifty 
per cent, ad valorem or its equivalent on 
metals, and sixty per cent, ad valorem on 
wool and woolen goods; provided that noth¬ 
ing in this act shall operate to reduce tho 
duty above imposed on any article heinw 
the rate at which said articles were severally 
dutiable under an act to provide for the pay 
uieut of outstanding Treasury notes, to 
authorize a loan to regulate ami fix the du¬ 
ties on import*, and for other purposes, ap¬ 
proved March 2, 18(11, commonly called the 
Morrill tariff; on all unpolished cylinder, 
crown and common window-glass, or cast 
polished plate glrtM, unsllvurcd, exceeding 
24 by 00 inches square; on salt in bn,**, sacks, 
barrel* or other packages, or iu bulk. 

Bectiou two provides that, on and after 
tin 1st of July, 1884, the importation 
of the articles enumerated and describ'd in 
this section shall bo exempt from duty; that 
is to say, iron ore, including inagauiferou* 
iron ore, the dross or residuum from burnt 
pyrites or sulphur ore, copper imported in 
the form of ores, lead ore and leaf! dross, 
nickel in ore, matte t hruinale of iron, or 
chromic ore, coal sluck or culm, coal, 
bitmninoua or sisal*, timber hewn and 
sawed, and limLor used for spans and in 
building W'harves, v%ood manufactured, not 
specially enumerated or provided for in tlds 
act, bay, chicory root, ground or uuground, 
burnt or prepared, acorn * and dandelion 
root, raw or prepated, and all other articles 
used or intended to tie used a« coffee, 
or a* substitutes therefor, not 'peuially enu¬ 
merated or provided for in this act; jute 
butts, bri-Ues, berawax. lime, glycerine, 
crude fish glue or faiugia**, spongw*. dextrine, 
burnt starch, gum substitute for British guru, 
extract of hemlock and other Lark used for 
tanning not otherwise enumerated or pro¬

COMMISSION—THE DAKOTA CONSTITUTION 

PILL—Mil. HAMMOND'S PRESIDENTIAL 

MEASURE. 

Washington, Feb. 4.— The bill intro¬ 
duced by Representative Graves relative to 
a Missouri Rivor Commission provide* that 
the Commission tie composed of five mem¬ 
bers—one engineer from the corps of the 
army, ouo from the Coast nnd Geodetic Sur¬ 
vey, and three from civil life, one of which 
shall be a civil engineer. The work for the 
Commission will bo to prepare, plan* and 
estimates for permanently deepening and 
locating the channel aud protecting the 
hanks of the Missouri river, from the mouth 
to the head. An appropriation of $100,000 
is provided for. 

Senator Sherman’* Banking Bill was of¬ 
fered to day tnthe Senate a* a substitute for 
'the McPherson Bill. 

Senator Cameron’» bill, to enable tho jk*o- 
plo of Dakota to form a constitution, pre¬ 
scribes for the manner of the election of del¬ 
egates. The delegates ore to me*t at the 
Capital the 15th of December, 1884, and 
proceed to form a constitution for the pro¬ 
posed State, to embrace the whole or such 
portion of the Territory as the convention 
may decide, the delegates to be apportioned 
among tho counties as follows: Fnch county 
organized prior to the election to elect om* 
delegate, and one additional delegate for 
every 800 vote* enst at the lust general 
election for delegate to Congress- 

Representative Hammond'* bill, intro¬ 
duced to-day to amend the Constitution ns 
to the office and duties of the President ami 
Vice President of the United Slat**, pro¬ 
vides for tbo election of a President and 
three Vice Presidents, each chosen for the 
same number of rear*. Tbe I'ir*»t Vico 
President shall be President of the Senate, 
and Second or Third N ice President shall oc¬ 
cupy that position in ca*»e of the removal 
from office of the President of the United 
State-. In cu>«» of the removal of tho 
President, the office to be held by the First, 
Second or Thud Vice President in order, 
and when only the Vico Pre*idenl of the 
United States shall exercise the office of 
President, tho Senate shall elect a President 
pro tern., and Congress may, by law, pro¬ 
vide for a successor to the Third Vice 
President w hen removed from the Presiden¬ 
tial chair. 

The bill to repeal* the sections of the re¬ 
vised statutes restricting the term of certain 
office* to four venr*. introduced by Renr • 
sentativ© Willi* to-day, is nnother step 
toward civil service reform. It was pre¬ 
pared by the New York Civil Service Re¬ 
form Association, and provide* that office, 
at present limited to a term of four venrs, 
shall bo held at the will of the appointing 
power, or during good behavior and com¬ 
petency. The offices affected by the bill are 
those of United States District Attorney, 
Chief Justices nnd Associate Justices 
of the Territories, Presidential Postmaster-*, 
Register* of the Land Offices, Receiver of 
Public Moneys. Surveyor* General of tho 
Territories and Collectors of Custom*.

WHICH DEFENDS JUSTICE HARLAN, OF THR

OF A FALSE STORY. 

Washington, Feb. 4.—The National Re- 
publican to-morrow will *tatothat, having 
made iuquiry of Justice Harlan, of ih© 8u- 
premo Court, os to the truth or falsity of the 
statement recently published that he re¬ 
signed his commission in the army in 1668 
because of bU hostility to tbe emancipation 
proclamation, he referred tbu report*- r L> tho 
records of the War Department for his letter 
of resignation. Tho loGor is dated Lavergne, 
Tenn., March 2, 1868, and is addressed to 
Gen. Garfield, Chief of- Staff. It says in part: 
”It is duo my superior officers, to tnos© 
with whom I originally entered tho service, 
and to the cause iu which wo have alike la¬ 
bored for nearly 16 months, that I should 
state explicitly the reasons which induced me 
to take this step. The recent sudden death 
of my father has devolved upon mo duties of 
a private nature which I can not with pro¬ 
priety neglect, nnd which the public eervice 
do not require I shall neglect. Those duties 
relate to hi* unsettled business which de¬ 
mands my immediate [lersoual attention. If 
I uui permitted to retire from tho 
army I beg the Commanding General 
to "feel assured that it is from 
no want of confidence, either in tho justice 
or ultimate triumph of the Union cause. 
That cause will always have tho warmest 
sympathies of my heart, for there are no 
conditions upon which I will consent to a 
dissolution of the Union, nor aro there any 
conditions con*i->tcuL with tne republic*!! 
form of government which l am not pre¬ 
pared to make in order to maintain and per¬ 
petuate that Union.”

it wan decided to introduce bills amending 
tho acts which relate to land and to laborers. 
These will deal with county government, 
municipal franchise, fisheries, reclamation of 
laud, poor-law's, national teachers and regis¬ 
tration of voters. It was agreed that during 
tho debate on tbo address in reply to the 
Queen’s speech the Parnellites should call at¬ 
tention to tho recent course of tho Irish Ex¬ 
ecutive, especially the wanton stoppage of 
‘ public meetings. The conference further de¬ 
cided to introduce bills providing for tech¬ 
nical education and the planting of trees, 
and to move for a commission to inquire into 
the disposition of property held by tho sup- 
j*re>sM‘a trade guilds of London. They de¬ 
clared further that any Government bill 
dealing with the property of Londou com¬ 
panies m Ireland should be devoted to works 
of public utility in Ireland. Expressions of 
regret at tho death of Wendell Phillips were 
adopted. 

Devolutions were also passed warning the 
people of America and Australia against 
placing reliance in the Irish nows telegraphed 
by English nows agencies, ami expressing 
profound sorrow at the death of Father 
Walsh, Treasurer of the National League of

Ught- 
h<»Ub« Inspector, in charge of the Fourteenth 
district, to whose devotion nnd zeal during hts 
term of service the river lntere>-tearo very largely 
indebted. Mas relieved on the 1 st of July. 1883, 
by Commander Augustus G. Kollogg. U. S. N. 
According to the report of tbe inter, the number 
of beacon lights avdaed during the rear on the 
Ohio river was 58. making, at t lie ‘cloie of the 
year. 3!G fixed and is floating lights; in all 412, 
on t' e line of the Ohio river.

"3US1KESS.” 

Monday, Feb. 4.— The bread*tuffs mar¬ 
ket* were firmer and somewhat bighor in the 
West and about steady in th*> Fast. Re¬ 
ceipts and exporte wvre c f good dimension®. 
Provisions wore exceedingly strong, gaining 
a sharp additional advance. Cottcni was 
quiet, and future® in New York were low*»r. 
Spot price® in Liverpool were reduced. Tbs 
Uve stock markets were firm, with an ad¬ 
vance iu hogs. Petroleum was active and 
irregular, closing higher. 

In New York, money was easy. Foreign 
exchange was steady. Government bonds 
were lower for and stationary for other 
issues. Railroad bonds were firm. *1 he 
stock market was active, and, in the general 
drift, in favor of holders. Most of the 
changes in prices were in the direction of a 
higher scale, but a number closed lower, in¬ 
cluding prominently somo of the Northern 
Pacific group. 

A formidable trunk line war appear® to be 
well advanced on the tapis, and it will prob¬ 
ably prove to l>o very difficult for adjust¬ 
ment. There is an admitted cut at Chicago 
of 10c on grain and provisions. The cut at 
St. Louis is much more serious, larg® ship¬ 
ment® of grain being made at 16c, while the 
pool rate is 30c. 

The Mark Lane dispatch of this issue pre¬ 
sent® an uncommonly gloomy picture of the 
English grain trade. 

EXPOSITION SUGGESTIONS. 

The Increase in the subscription to the 
Southern Exposition is most encour¬ 
aging. The people arc now commit¬ 
ted to the enterprise, and there is nothing 
left but to go forward vigorously and raif»c 
the requisite amount. 

The Directors should be offered every 
encouragement In their work. It is not 
their Expusit&o. They derive no profit 
from it except in the general good. They 
give their time and their money to the 
management of the corporation, and they 
should be met in the heartiest and most 
cordial manner. They have no time to be 
arguing benefitsand explaining grievances. 
This is the people's Exposition, aud the 
people must stand by it. 

While every branch of business in Lou¬ 
isville was immensely assisted, the especial 
benefits from the Exposition were derived 
by the retail trade; and all retail merchants 
should meet the effort to raise the subscrip¬ 
tion in the most liberal way. The truth is 
that the retail merchants on First, Second, 
Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, 
Eighth, Maiu, Market. Jefferson, Green 
and Walnut could well afford in an emer¬ 
gency to pay the whole two hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars rather than sec this effort un 
successful. We learn it is the purpose to 
call a public meetiug during this week. 

If so, let all our citizens turn out and give 
the Exposition un impetus which will carry 
it safely through. 

MR. MORRISON'8 TARIFF BILL. 
Yesterday Mr. Morrison introduced 
his tariff reduction bill iu the House. Its 
terms, in detail, may be seen by a refer¬ 
ence to our telegraphic columns* Speak¬ 
ing generally, It makes an average reduc¬ 
tion of 20 per cent on the principal 
schedules, although there are some articles 
the duties on which are cut down more 
than 20 per cent., while quite a number 
arc added to the free list. 

The bill provides that no duty 
shall he levied on cotton and 
cotton goods In excess of 40 
per cent, ad valorem or its equivalent; noue 
in excess of 50 per cent on metals, nor iu 
excess of 60 per cent, on wool aud woolen 
goods; and there is also a proviso that the 
duties on none of the articles, except those 
placed ou the free list, shall be reduced 
lower than the rates imposed by the Morrill 
tend of 1861. 

It will be seen at once that Mr. Morri¬ 
son’s bill strikes for real reform. There is 
nothing doubtful as to its intentions and 
provisions. It proceeds upon the idea that 
the duties are too high, and with 
none of the demagogy that this class 
or that, one section or the other should be 
favorrd, It makes a sweeping cut clear 
through the lists. 

Without considering the different fea¬ 
tures of the bill, it is certainly one which 
will gratify honest revenue reformers 
everywhere, who. whatever may be their 
varying opinions as to the needs of a sep¬ 
arate adjustment of the tariff rates article 
by article, will recognize Mr. Morrison’s 
fill as a bold yet cautious, honest and 
practical step toward lifting the burdens 
of taxation and simplifying the onerous 
tariff system. 

Although it makes a general cut in the 
rates on most articles, the bill docs not 
propose an luflexilrily “horizontal reduc¬ 
tion," as nu examination of its provisions 
aod a study of its exceptions will show. 

Some explanation may be necessary to 
the general reader as to the character*)! the 
“Morrill tariff," below the rates of which 
Mr. Morrison in his present bill docs not 
propose to go. The revenue tariff of 1846 
averaged about 24 per cent. Tills 
was further reduced in 1857 to 
about 10 per cent. The Morrill 
act wcu’ into effect in 1861, and was the 
first legislation of the Republicans for the 
“protection of home industries." The war 
tariff, with still higher rates, soon super 
seded this. The tariff as it stands to day 
is about one-third higher than the Morriil 
tariff. 

Mr. Mop.tuson's bill, of course, goes to 
the Way's and Means Committee, of which 
he is Chairmen. Its fate there can not be 
predicted with certainty, although 
seems to be assured thAt the revenue re 
form members of the committee will 
unanimously agree to it and report it back 
to the House substantially in its present 
form, or at least take it as the foundation 
for the bill on which they will unite 
Whether it be this bill or some other, it 
will probably uot materially differ from it 
iu the rate of reduction proposed, and 
when it is brought in it will be fully dis¬ 
cussed, duly amended if necessary, and 
passeit by the House. 

It is childish to talk of any other result. 
This fa a great question which springs not 
from clique nor class, not from partisan¬ 
ship nor policy. It is greater than section¬ 
alism, than factionalism, than party. It is 
a principle back of which Is the people. It 
is right, and it will prevail. Its enemies 
within and without the Democratic parxv 
may do their worst; obstructionists can but 


delay Its triumph—they cau not defeat it 
This bill, or one of similar import, will 
pass tbe present House of Representatives; 
and whatever fate it mav meet in the 
Senate, or at the hands of the Presidcut. 
the principles for which it contends will 
sooner or later govern the policy of this 
country. ________ 

A POINT OF ENGLISH ECONOMY. 

Rome weeks ago Mr. Gladstone ad¬ 
dressed a large body of English farmers 
at the annual meeting of his tenantry. 
To the practical statesman in Europe, how¬ 
ever large may be the scope of his official 
duties, there are uo subjects connected 
with the social or commercial interests of 
the people too hogpety to be respectfully 
considered, and at this meeting the 
English Premier occupied himself at con¬ 
siderable length in treating of the rela¬ 
tive merits in agricultural economy, of 
grain cultivation, cattle raising and fruit 
culture, the objective point of the latter 
being preserves, marmalade and—jam. 
Mr. Gladstone strongly advocated . the 
latter. 

His arguments covered the outlines of the 
whole subject. Grain tillage to the Eng¬ 
lish farmer has become unprofitable. He 
cau buy grain cheaper than he can produce 
it. The same is true, to a large degree, of 
live stock and of dairy products. The 
English farmer must therefore perforce 
discover some commodity which be can 
produce and sell to advantage. His op¬ 
portunities according to Mr. Gladstone 
may be furnished in fruit culture, In the 
substitution of apples, quinces, pears and 
berries for gram and other cereals. He 
maintains tbut such crops could 
be cultivated with a minimum 
expenditure of labor. that the 
soil and climate of a great part of the 
United Kingdom are well adopted to 
their growth, and that there would be a 
good horns and foreign demand for the 
product. But the principal merit of the 
venture, as he put it, would be In the con¬ 
version of such fruits from the perishable 
to comparatively durable and permanent 
forms, or by converting them into jam aud 
its congenors. 8uch articles were exceed¬ 
ingly healthful and popular, and if pre¬ 
pared honestly aud sold at reasonable 
prices the demand would always be equal 
to the supply. 

We will not interfere with Mr. Glad¬ 
stone and his jam enterprises; nay, not 
even if they proceed from jam to jim- 
jam. Bui ho enforced his case with a 
plea of much illustrative utility in respect 
to a certain political institution .peculiarly 
American. He reminded his people that 
in the preparation of the toothsome com¬ 
pounds which he urged upon their good 
graces, they would have the benefit of free 
sugar, an extremely important element of 
their cost. Tbe English fruit converters 
and canners can use sugar at a cost 49$ per 
cent, cheaper than their American rivals, 
who thus put an export duly of perhaps 
30 or 3*5 per cent. Upon American goods 
prepared for shipment to Europe. The 
Premier argued very logically tbut this 
difference canceled the di.sadvadtage of 
cultivating fruits upon laod worth several¬ 
fold more money than the im¬ 
proved farms of the United 
(States. He might have added with 
equal force that glass and Un jars are pur¬ 
chasable in England at prices 25 to 30 per 
cent, less than in the United States, and 
that the duties on those articles in this 
country were another material addition to 
our export duty to protect English pro¬ 
ducers. 

AUDITOR’S AGENT ACT. 

We publish to-day the opinion of Judge 
SiAinALL in the case of McGuire vs. Fred. 
Hyde, which declares the principal pro¬ 
visions of that act unconstitutional. The 
opinion is clear, conservative, logical; it 
will commend itself to the reason of every 
one who will give a little time to the sub¬ 
ject* involved, aud the bar especially will 
read it with commendation. 

But this opinion is entitled to attention 
and to careful consideration, uot only from 
lawyers and litigants, but from legislators 
and tax payers. We arc at sea altogether 
when we come to consider any question of 
local taxation. The revenues ot tbe State 
are not equal to its expenditures, light ns 
they are, while iu this city heavy expendi¬ 
tures result in a steady aud rapid decrease 
in assessments. By borrowing of the banks 
the Stale postpones the day of reckoning; 
by issuing bonds to be taken by the 
sinking fund, by disposing of stocks held 
by the city, current obligations are met, but 
the time is coming, and unless keen ob¬ 
servers are seriously mistaken the time is 
not far distant, when the tax payers of the 
city of Louisville will have to take radical 
measures to avoid serious complications. 

Taxation is m all its various aspects the 
question above all others requiring careful 
legislation and intelligent discussion, but it 
is the question above all others which has 
Imjcd treated incompetently and inade¬ 
quately. Our laws relating to taxation in 
Kentucky are far behind the age. they are 
to no extent adapted to the times or to the 
manners of our people. Our assessments 
arc simply legalized injustice; our officers 
are ignoraut of the laws, ns bad a* they 
uxo; our legislators take counsel only of 
our inefficient officials, while the courts 
alone stand as a barrier m the way of con¬ 
fiscation. 

The Auditor’s Agent Act was simply an 
attempt to punish taxpayers for the ignor¬ 
ance, inefficiency or neglect of State ofil 
rials. The larger part of our taxes are 
paid promptly if not willingly,and all might 
1)0 promptly collected If the officers of the 
State would execute the laws of the State. 
They did not. and m order to protect the 
State against this failure, the Auditors 
Agent Act was passed and an attempt wo* 
made to confiscate the property of delin¬ 
quents. This cannot be done in a free 
country, though it has long been the de 
sire of public officers to devise some scheme 
by which it could be done under cover. 

The trouble is we have too much legis¬ 
lation and too little respect for laws. 
Whenever there is a deficit in the munici¬ 
pal Treasury, city officials visit Frankfort 
to get authority to issue bonds, or else to 
amend tbe laws for collecting back taxes. 
The bonds arc issued, but the back taxes 
as* not collected, aud they will not be until 
our puhlic servants understand there are 
certain equities in the case which cannot 
be over ridden. 

Two years ago extensive amendments to 
the city charter were nsked for the avowed 
purpose of collecting the back taxes and 
increasing the ordinary revenues of the 
city. It was pointed out at the time that 
these were defective at many points, that 
at others they were indefensible, and at 
others again unconstitutional. They were 
devised to meet certain decisions of the 
courts and to protect the city against the 


Incompetency of Its own servants. Of 
course the whole plan has broken down ;our 
back taxes are not collected, and the value 
of assessed property, and consequently 
the revenues of the city, are rapidly de¬ 
creasing. There is a growiug feeling of 
uneasiness among our citizens, an 1 n de¬ 
sire to see some remedies adopted which 
will meet the emergency, not by a tem¬ 
porary expedient, but by well-con¬ 
sidered measures of tax reform, 
which will equalize the public 
burdens, secure exact justice, force from 
the shirkers and “deal)-beats" their portion 
of public dues, and give us an intelligent 
and intelligible system which the officers 
can execute without blundering and the 
citizen can accept witUugly. 

We want no more ignorant tampering 
with the laws, no more patchwork, no 
more in digested schemes like the Au¬ 
ditor's Agcuts Act or the charter amend¬ 
ments, conceived for the purpose of meet¬ 
ing the requirements of the Back-tax Col¬ 
lector's office. 

The same or similar conditions exist 
in Mate and municipal government; both 
require a new system of assessment and 
taxation. Let it be a system which com¬ 
mends itself to the judgment and con¬ 
sciences of men, and one which the courts 
will uphold. It is idle to expect to “take iu" 
tbecouits; they exist for the protection of 
property, and they will protect it against 
illegal appropriation, whether it is at¬ 
tempted by public officials called tax 
collectors, or private individuals called bur¬ 
glars. In every effort at tax reform, State 
or municipal, let us keep well in miud tbe 
extract from Blackwell quoted by 
Judge Sim ball, and which we repeat here, 
as noue could be more wisely or fitly 
chosen: 

Not one denies that th® necessities of the State 
demand a periodical and adequate supply df 
revenue; that the State possesses tbe power to 
assess it; that it la the duty of the citizen lo pay 
it, and that promptly; but the great difficulty U 
that tbe Stale, in the exercise of her sovereign 
power of taxation, ha® always ®een proper to 
prescribe the mode and manner of telling the 
land® of delinquents, end iti such language as to 
make a close adherence lo the termn of the 
power conditions precedent to the validity of the 
sale. At least the courts—applying to ®uch pro¬ 
ceeding® the well-known and invariably recou¬ 
nted principles of comtnou law which control 
the execution of ail special authorities—have <o 
held; and the ignorance or negiigeuce of the 
officers intrusted with the execution ot the 
power ba® tbua far defeated tbe manifest de¬ 
signs of tbe law. The remedy is obvious. Let 
tbe revenue low® be plain and simple; dispense 

ith all useless aud unmeaning forms and 
technicalities which encumber the present sys- 
tem. Give the officers, who execute the power, 
information to euable them to perform their 
duUe®, and when the law Is once perfected aud 
the officers have become familiar with the routine 
of their duties under it, let it eland ou the statute 
book and abandon the system of annual 
changes in the law.** 


QUADRILATERAL ATTRACTIONS.. 

Iu the heart of our couutry, w ith its 
southern line resting on the eeutcr of pop¬ 
ulation, Iks the quadrilateral, Louisville, 
Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis. The 
radius of Louisville aud Chicago swuug 
around Louisville us a center circumscribes 
over 16,000,000 of population. The ra¬ 
dius is a night's journey, and in its pas¬ 
sage it touches Chicago, Eh Louis, Mem¬ 
phis, Montgomery, Atlanta, Pittsburgh, 
Cleveland, Detroit aud Lansing iu its cir¬ 
cumference, aud sweeps over many impor 
tsut cities within the circle. This 
circle constitutes the excursion ter¬ 
ritory of Louisville. Notable events 
and noted attractions have brought people 
from a far greater distance to our city, 
but within the bounds above staled resides 
the populatiou which may easily come to 
Louisville for a day’s jaunt. 

The other cities of the quadrilateral arc 
providing special attractions to draw visit¬ 
ors during the' coming business season. 
They have their regular anuuhl expo¬ 
sitions, aud Et. Louis is placing hers on a 
scale of pernniueul magnitude that'would 
have been surprising iu a Western city if it 
had not beeu for the magnificent effort of 
the Southern Exposition. Last year ail the 
business activity and all the realization of 
business profit, seemed to concentrate them¬ 
selves ot the Louisville angle of the quad 
rilateral. There was dearth of business 
everywhere but here, and here the only 
coraplaiutof the season was the overcrowd¬ 
ing of work. 

How many strangers mme to Louisville 
to visit the .Southern Exposition there U 
no way of exact ly determining. The Ex 
position had been running a month or 
more before the railroad* made arrange¬ 
ments to sell admission ticket^ _Of course 
some excursionists rewattVeiT but 
but very many rcmajmad'^tfeveral days. 
There were also-thOusand of straugers who 
were nov admitted on these excursion tic k¬ 
ets. yUat taking the actual figures as a 
s, we flud that 76.528 of thc*c excur- 
i admission tickets were taken up at the 
These figures represent absolute! 
1,528 persons, for no one would buy 
one railroad ticket with the>Cf^chcd 
coup^m^AKsumiugthuUJiK^excursion- 
Uts were here two dayseacli, there was an 
average of nearly 2,000 a day of excur¬ 
sionists in town. But the records of 
the Public Comfort Committee show 
that the average presence of visitors 
several thousand more ttian the above. 
Whatever the exact figures may be, we all 
know that the city for a hundred days was 
full of stranger*, that our btibines* 
was overcrowded, that the town mndu 
money and the town will gain In the same 
way by another such enterprise. 

Naturally each of us wants to moke a* 
much money as possible out of such an af¬ 
fair, aud each wants to be let off with a* 
little of the burden of expense ns will lie 
decently fair. But somebody must furn¬ 
ish the money, aud that some hotly is that 
part of the community which does the 
fair thing, does not spouge on the enter¬ 
prise or industry of others aud believes that 
a city's prosperity is secured by broad, 
liberal aud constant effort. 

Are the people who came to us last 
season to come again, or not? 

Nay, more; are all those people to travel 
along the other lines of the quadrilateral 
aud leave us to enjoy in an aggregated 
form what the others had last year? 

Chicago, St. Louis and Cincinnati have 
already made progress in their arrange¬ 
ments to draw upon the 16.000.000 
whom we circumscribe with the 
string ou our map. They are al 
ready printing the tickets for the ex 
cursionisl who sought us last year. Wo 
have no guaranteed claim on these wsit 
ors, we have no bond and mortgage ou 
our trade. The field is open to all. aud 
auv one has n right to come iu. If we 
stay out and other cities go iu, we have no 
right to complain, and we shall only cut u 
ridiculous figure if wc grumble. Cou 
ceruiug the trade competition of cities it 
may he said, in the luuguage of the mod 
cm philosophy, the fittest will always sur 


vlve; with perhaps less exactness, but 
with equal force, it may be said in the lan¬ 
guage of the streets that the devil will 
take the hindmost. 

The problem for Louisville is whether 
she will survive among the fittest who ad¬ 
vance by supreme effort over all obstacles; 
or whether she will let her apathy carry 
her to the devil among the last of the 

_ 

Sin JonN Macdonald has brought into 
the Canadinu House of Commons a bill 
providing for a Government loan of $22,- 
500,000 to the Canadian Pacific railroad. 
Of tills sum, $7,500,000 is to be paid 
forthwith. The loan is to be repaid, with 
per cent, interest, iu 1891, if the road 
can provido ibe means, which Is not at all 
probable. The Government hold* the 
entire slock of the company, amounting 
to $35,000,000. iu addition to such liens nn 
it is practicable for ihc company to fur¬ 
nish, but all the mouey advanced is prop¬ 
erly iu be regarded ns a series of down¬ 
right appropriations of public revenue for 
the dcvclopmeut of public commerce. 
There is no prospects for such outlays ever 
to be recovered, but British America is at 
all events to be put iu possession of a 
national highway between the wheat- 
fields of Manitoba and the grain fleets of 
Europe. In a few years wc shall probably 
fiuil in the Canadian rail and mixed routes 
to tide-water the cheapest through trans¬ 
portation on the continent, serving a 
wheat region surpassed nowhere iu tbe 
world iu fertility. We may find here a 
competition for the Eastern truuk-liues 
aud for Western farmers, which may re¬ 
quire the exhibitiou of our best paces. 

A Louisville persou, *.con¬ 

siders himself a wit, writes to congratulate 
the New York Ban on its alleged influence 
in converting the Courier*Journal to 
"free trade on the lumbor question.” 
There is of course no ground for the impli¬ 
cation Hint the Courier-Journal has ever 
changed its position ou this question, but 
that of course is not to be considered when 
a good point Is at issue. This writer wants 
protection to American forests by meuns 
of free trade iu lumber. The argument is 
fairly logical, viz., high rates of duty iu- 
crease tile price of American lumber, anil 
stimulate artificially Ibe clearing away of 
the forests. 

The Department of State publishes n 
list of six prominent gram-producing na¬ 
tions of Europe, which in 1871 to 1872 
produced 448.756.000 bushels of wheat, 
and in I8X to 1881 produced 810.880,000 
bushels. Between the two period* the pro 
ductiou of the United Kingdom decreased 
by 10,000,000 bushels, but in all other 
countries there were important gains. The 
European crop of 1882, which i* this side 
of the date* of the Department report, was 
greatly in excess of any yield on record, 
and that of 1883, while .considerably 
smaller, was still above the average.

The act limits the defendant’s 
plea to five defenses, presuming that there 
are none other on which he might rely; 
but the court holds that those five do not 
include all the defenses admissible when 
the act wns passed, which therefore de¬ 
stroys certain vested rights. On this 
und the act was declared uuconstltu- 
tiodtil. ______

thq&ouKiRii-J ournal counts confidently 
carrying New York on the tariff issue, 
he Democratic idea bring embodied In 
such a bill as that offered by Mr. Mobri- 
son. As soon os it is well understood that 
tbe Democrats are not alraid of their plat¬ 
form, it will gain in every Slate in the 
Union.

The story as it comes from 
Cincinnati simply is that Mr. George Stoll, 
Jr., gave to the Third National Bank, of Cin¬ 
cinnati. his chock on the Lexington City Na¬ 
tional Bank, of which Mr. Stoll was lately 
the cashier, for $ 1,000, the mouey 
being paid him without any hesitancy. For 
some reason the Cuiciunati bunk became un¬ 
easy and telegraphed here to the City Na¬ 
tional, and was Informed that the check wu* 
not good, whereupon some officers saw Mr. 
Stoll and found him in a room of the Cincin¬ 
nati Commercial (Juzettc office playing poker, 
and callod him out. Mr. Stoll paid back 
$$0O to the bank nnd gave them 
satisfactory security for the balance. 
Mr. Stoll left there last spring 
or summer, and took his family to reside in 
New York, where it was generally under¬ 
stood from hi* own statement* that he was 
going to speculate in stocks. He sold hand¬ 
some real estate here, and one of our bauks 
report* that he took $70,000, and another 
that he took $80,000 to New York with 
him. 

Stoll is about 45 years old, and made his 
fortuno as the result of extraordinary intel¬ 
lectual capacity and financial ability, and 
lived in this city in the most generous and 
hospitable style, and there w as universal re¬ 
grot at his leaving bore. He bus been here 
several times since goiug to New York, and 
tno«t cordially welcomed by everybody. 

Mr. Geo. Stoll, Sr., says there was nothing 
irregular in the banking transaction, aud 
that his son had simply calculated that hi* 
securities would get here as soon a* his 
checks. Below is the statement of Mr. Chas. 
Stoll: 

On Saturday afternoon, after the closing 
of the. banks, the City National Bank re¬ 
ceived a telegram from the Third National, 
at Cincinnati, asking if Mr. Stoll’s check on 
tbe City National for $1,000 was good. To 
thfa the City National responded uo. On 
yesterday the Cashier of the City National 
received from Mr. Stoli a letter inclosing a 
note for $1,000, signed by a gentleman 
whoso note was perfectly good, requesting 
that tbe note be discounted and the proceeds 
put to bis credit to meet a check which he 
had drawn. On tho receipt of this note tho 
Cashier of the City National at once tele¬ 
graphed the Third National Bank that tho 
check w as good and would be paid. The 
money was put to Mr. Moll's cied t this 
morning, and the chock paid when pre¬ 
sented . It seems the chock was drawn nt tbo 
tiros tho uote was mailed, Mr. Stoll presum¬ 
ing it would bo presented in the regular 
course of business, by w hi oh time the pro¬ 
ceeds of tho note would have beeu placed to 
his credit.

Chicaoo, Feb. 4.—Sleet and rain have been 
falling all day, coating everything with ice 
and rendering outdoor locomotion both diffi¬ 
cult aud dangerous Tbe telegraph wires nro 
covered with ice oad are working very bard 
in every direction, many Circuits east, west, 
north and south beiug almost useless. Re¬ 
ports to the Associated Press receive.I from 
points north to Hi. Paul, west to Omaha, 
south to the Ohio river and east to 
Cleveland almost without exception ted 
either of rain or aleet. At Ht. Paul there 
are indications of snow; at Cairo, 111., it is 
cloudy, thermometer 70* above. Between 
these points eastward and westward stretch¬ 
es a belt in which sleet, rain and heavy fogs 
prevail. In all this region tolugrauhic com¬ 
munication is difficult. The Associated 
Press Washington report, instead of com¬ 
ing from all points, had to be relayed at 
Pittsburgh, Cleveland and Cincinnati. 

FEARFUL OF A FLOOD. 

Cincinnati, Feb. 4.—There i* much anx¬ 
iety to-night concerning the condition of the 
Ohio river. The flood of last February, with 
ail its terror*, tends to make tb» people more 
apprehensive when a heavy rain conn* with 
a full river. That is the condition to-<lny. 
The Ohio river is full from Pittsburgh to 
Cairo aud rising to night from Cincinnati 
downward, falling slowly above Cincinnati, 
but rising nt headwaters. With the earth *at- 
urated and tho ice ami snow not all gone 
from the mountains this rain can not fail 
to cause another rh>e here. The river stood 
49 feet 11 inches till noon, then fell half an 
inch aud then h»gttn to rise. It had risen 9 
inches from then tdl 9 o'clock. A henry 
rain fell nearly all the afternoon, growing 
heavier at niglit, and already cellars along 
the river are flooded and some manufactur¬ 
ing establishments are compelled to stop. A 
break occurred iu Mellon avenue 100 
feet in length, caused by tho pres¬ 
sure of tho back-water against ttie 
embankment ol the strvet. Thi< 
is the *ame place where tne break happened 
last year, engulfing a number of persons and 
injuring the railroad depot. No lives were 
lost this time and no property injured, and 
causing only slight inconvenience to the 
Southern road. Reports show that the rain 
is beginning in the west and moving east¬ 
ward. The prospect of a heavy rain ail 
ulgbl all along the river from here to Pitts¬ 
burgh, unless followed by cold weather, 
mu>-t inevitably bo a flood of dangerous pro¬ 
portions. _ 

A CRIME COSEJESSED. 

W. F. >ewry, Colored, of Rocky Fork, III., 
Acknowledges the Murder of Two Men. 

8t. Louis, Feb. 4.—On tne 27th ot last 
March the house ot Henry DePugti, colored, 
living at Rockv Fork, a - negro settlement, 
six miles from Alton, 111., was burned, and 
the partially burned remains of DePugh and 
another negro uamed Ross were found in the 
ruins, with every evidence that they had 
been murdered aud the house fired to con¬ 
ceal the crime. The affair created great ex¬ 
citement, and a large retvard was offered for 
the apprehension of the murderer. Several 
persons were arrested, but nothing definite 
ascertained until to-day, when VV. F. New- 
ry, a negro, who was arrested a few days 
days ngo on suspicion, confessed to having 
committed the crimes. He !»ays two or threo 
year* ago DePugh killed a favorite dog of 
his, and from that time ho had the feeling of 
a bitterest enemy toward him. On the night 
of March 27 he was at DePngh's house, 
and while the latter was prepar¬ 
ing something for him to eat 
he shot him three tiroes with a pistol. Ko&* 
was sleeping in the house ul tbe time, aud 
tor fear he would reveal the crime be shot 
him also. Then, after rifling DePugh’a 
chit he* of a small amount of mouey ami 
taking a pistol aud shotguu he fired tbe 
house and fled. 

Newry was removed to Edwardsvill© to¬ 
night td* prevent the possibility of lynching, 
as a good deal of excitement existed among 
tbe negroes at Rocky Fork, by whom 
DePugn was held in high esteem.

A dead 
cow was fouud near the body, prepared for 
butchering, and it is btdlevod that Muron 
found somo Indiana at work upon the ani¬ 
mal, and that in the quarrel winch 
earned ho was slain, tbe mur¬ 
derers running away afterward, and 
leaving tho body in the place. Muron was 
very unpopular w ith the Indians, having had 
several difficulties with them. He was thirty 
years old and a native of Montreal, Canada, 
aud leaves a wife and two children.

New York, Feb. 4.—The season has not 
been an unusually gay ono by tiny menus. 
Ou the contrary, tb« long continued depros- 
6 ion has had a most disastrous* effect in re¬ 
ducing the amount of social Rarefy, Still 
there are always enough people who have 
money to keep the bah rolling, and whose 
atmosphere is unaffected by local or tempo¬ 
rary causes. The “gay” people are largely 
the rich from other cities, who live in hotels 
and boarding-houses, who come for the win¬ 
ter months to have a “good time” and to 
speud money lavishly in dress, balls, thea¬ 
ters, suppers and the like. It is these who 
give most of the theater parties in return for 
the hospitality in the shape of 
dinners and receptions which tuey re¬ 
ceive, and it is the floating 
population which largely fills the theaters 
and opera-houses. Private balls have not 
bean numorons. They hav*? almost been ro- 
lauquished in favor of subscription balls at 
Delmonico's, which cost little and at which 
st is now quite the thiug to bring young 
daughters for their that introduction to 
society. The dancing at private houses 
seems to be gradually restricting itself to 
“Germans,” which employ a comparatively 
small number of the guests, while the rest 
are interested spectators, and for which tins 
u*ual long, narrow din wing-room can be 
itllixed to advantage. The«* are practically 
“Cinderella” dances—a fashionable London 
protect against the enormity which late 
hours have become in the British metropolis. 
A Germau—that is, an ordinary one—is a 
small and early affair, beginning at 0 or 10 
o’clock aud closing at 1 or 2, and requiring 
only light refreshments, not an extravagant 
supper. 

FEATURES OF TIIE REASON. 

The conspicuous features, so far as dress is 
concerned, have been the revival of the low 
bodice and the extent to which the u^e of 
feathers and furs has been carried. In regard 
to the first, evidently, a* was remarked re¬ 
cently, the ladies of what are called our 
“best” society do not give the gen¬ 
tlemen of their acquaintance any credit 
for imagination, and are determined 
they shall not lie ignorant of 
anatomy. The second has fully justified the 
assertion made at the beginning of the 
season that furs wonld be dominant and 
feathers take the place of flowers as orna¬ 
ments. The novel ball-dress is still the one 
described two months ago, with the raised 
flowers, or shaded and graded balls in che¬ 
nille, plush, or velvet. upon the front; the 
plaited train, the low pointed bodice out¬ 
lined with Oriental lace, and the groujis of 
feathers upon the left shoulder and skirt in 
place of flowers: and the feathers have those 
great advantages, that they are softer and do 
not crush. Fur has been employed in bands 
jf extraordinary deptb, both upon cloaks 
and dresses, the restoration of the coat and 
pelisse forms being favorable to this mode of 
trimming. A striking and picturesque ap¬ 
plication of dark fur consists in using it as a 
trimming for cashmere or India wool for in¬ 
door dresses. Laid in a diagonal line from 
the shoulder to the foot of the tunic, or dowu 
each side of the front and around the bottom, 
tbo effect is warm, softening to the complex¬ 
ion and highly disliuciive. it has always 
been common enough in Russia, but here 
the combination has all the freshness of 
novelty, white fur or awansdown having 
been almost the only fur used for dre* 
trimming. 

ROME RECENT COSTUMER. 

It is not necessary to study temperature in 
winter for indoor dresses in great cities, for 
such slight changes as occur are easily pro¬ 
vided for by a soft wrap or knittod shoulder- 
shawl. Ladies, there!ure, can follow in¬ 
clination and temperament in regard to the 
warmth of their clothing, or adapt it to spe¬ 
cial circumstances. lu making atoned of 
morning calls it is not uuu*-unl to liitfl • no 
lady weariug a wruppei of India muslin ovor 
primrose silk, the garniture only w ide, meshy 
lace and floatlug ribbons. Another will ap¬ 
pear in a warm, solt robe of crimson wool, 
with broad chinchilla bands folded around 
her throat and stretching down to her feet. 
A pretty dress worn by a iadyroc«utly while 
receiving afternoon calls was of gray-blue 
(stnoke gray) velvet, clasped with wrought- 
siiver over a full skirt front of ruby satin. 
The outstanding collar was lined with ruby 
satin and old lace—the lace extending in 

j abots down the sides of the front and out- 
iuing the skirt aud its extension. The plait¬ 
ed back w as lined w ith ruby satin and turned 
over from the basque. 

Among the beautiful dresses worn at a re¬ 
cent dinner, one was of fine Venetian lace, 
made since the recent revival of the manu¬ 
facture, and drawn full over rich silk. Tunic 
and sleeves were edged with lace, and the 
ribbons. u»ed were exquisitely painted with 
lilies of the valley, tbo flowers being repented 
in tbo lovely corsa;;e and hand* bouquets. 
The ornaments w*-re single strings of pure 
diamouds round the throat aud round the 
wrists. Another notable dress worn 
cn the 6 a me occasion was tv 
black velvet princess* dre#s, cut 
diagonally, across the front, which was 
draped low and outlined with amber beads, 
three rows of which, fastened with clasps, 
were festooned from the shoulder and car¬ 
ried across the breast as an order.

The leader was Rending, which was put 
up ou rumors that Mr. Vanderbilt 
was buying. T here has been a quiet deal 
going cn in this stock for somt time. It be¬ 
gan with the circulation of bear stories which 
depressed tbe stock, during which lime there 
was constant buying by imdders. As the 
market advanced Reuding has gone up with 
it, but uo prououncc<l rise occurred until to¬

Lackawanna, Union Pa¬ 
cific and St. Paul, all of which reached tbe 
bigbast point siuce Mr. Gould took bold of 
too market, lu fact, tbe whole list, except 
tbe ex-V’lllards, were buoyant, strong and 
activo up to 2 o’clock, wusn, on rcabzatious 
and unsatisfactory news from: Chicago in 
reference to tbe Iowa pool meeting, there 
followed a decline, which wiped out the ad¬ 
vance tor nearly tbe whole list. 

Tbe exceptions were Reading and Jer&oy 
Central, which showed an improvement of 
1 ** and 1 percent, respectively. The weak¬ 
ness of the Pacific ami Oregon stocks be^an 
after the first dealing* and continued until 
the close. Tbe trouble wa* not known, but 
tnsre wa* a good deal of selling, whlcu was 
attributed to Philadelphia. Late 41 the day 
it wa# announced that the proposed 
mortgage of tbe Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Company, ou which it 
was proposed to raise $ 14,000,000 loan, 
could not be made because of a statute patsed 
by the State of Oregon, which provides that 
any mortgage conveying property in more 
than one countv shall be void. The Barings, 
of London, nad already made arrangement-, 
to take the whole loan, but as their lawy 01 s 
here made tbo above discovery and refused 
to approve the mortgage, it is supposed they 
will decline to take tho bond*. This 
will inconvenience the Oregon Railway aud 
Navigation Company, and perhaps embar¬ 
rass it in the complet ion of the Baker City 
branch, which is graded, aud which was to 
be in running order within three months. 
The decline in the VUlard group of stock* 
was: Oregon Railway aud Navi^atiun, 4 ,; 
Oregon Transcontinental, I V; Northern Pa¬ 
cific, }{. The weakness in union Pacific at 
the ciofo was attributed to unfavorable news 
from Washington. 

The day’* business developed a very 
strong market, and at the clo>a tne weakest 
market since Mr. Gould began to 
strengthen it. The great majority of the 
traders will buy freely on the reaction pro¬ 
vided there i* no serious new*#. The indica¬ 
tions thus poyit to another advau- o. Many 
brokers at tue Windsor expressed tbe opinion 
to-night that a considerable decline would ba 
a wholesome sign just now. 

It was again rumored on Wall street to¬ 
day that \Voeri-*."hoffcr was negotiating w ith 
Jay Gould for the private settlement of hi* 
short contracts. Ou belag questioned Mr. 
Woerb*bofTer denied tho story, and said 
whenever he had shorts to cover he did it iu 
tbo Stock Exchange. He has not changed 
his views as to the general situation, though 
he says as long a# people will buy stocks tbe 
market will go up. 

AT CHICAGO. 

MONEY GOES BEGGING AT FIVE PER CENT., 

AND WHEAT IH STRONG IN CONSEQUENCE. 
f.Vnecia/ to the Courter-JoumaL,) 

Chicago, Feb. 4.—Money at the banks 
here is going begging at 5 per cent. Tbi* is 
likely to cut a figure in tbo speculative mar- 
ket—mdoed, it is already cutting a great 
figure. 

•*I account for the strength in wheat,” 
said au operator to-day, “altogether by the 
fact that strong men have been Induced 
by the cheapness of money to in¬ 
vest in i*. For instance, 1 be¬ 
lieve that Hutchison has a good deal in 
corn and that Kent has a good deal of wheat. 
1 should not wonder if there was some¬ 
thing in the story that Armour was inter¬ 
ested with Kent in wheat.” 

Ordinarily it is an axiom that packers, 
evou the biggest of them, must attend strict¬ 
ly to business in the packing season, and 
nave no money to spare for out¬ 
side special! le*. This year, bowover, 
is an exception. There are nearly 
fiO.OOO barrel* less pork in stock now than a 
year ago, 75,l)0U barrels le^* than two years 
ago. If tho pork is reduced to moats, there 
is actually a shortage of 40,000,(X)0 pounds 
from tbo stock here Inst year this month, 
and a shortage of ?0,000,6<X) pounds com¬ 
pared with this month two years ago. 
Money is cheap because a third of the 
small packing houses aro closed, mul be¬ 
cause ail the olbort»arc running with reduced 
forces, and because this winter season the 10 - 
ceipts of bogs at this point have been 200 ,- 
000 under tne receipts in the sumo time in 
1883. a bad and short season too. It i» a fact 
that all tbe large bauks bare men spinning 
about on ’Change to get liorrowers. 

Allerton says: “In the packing house and 
warehouse, through which it is usually diffi¬ 
cult to walk, you can now drive in and turn 
ar«>und in n coach-and-four.” 

Of the lKo.OO'J barruL* of pork in store 
here. Armour is believed to hold nearly two- 
tbirda and Hutchin#on nearly a third. Pro¬ 
visions for a week *bave led everything ebe 
on 'Change in interest. They continued to 
lead to-day. May pork, which bad stopped 
last Saturday at $ld 97; Jt begau at an ad¬ 
vance of 22 ;/ cents a barrel, and by boon 
was going et $17 35. When tho tjuotaliou 
wo# at $17 30, Nat Jones sold one lot of 
5,000 barrel* to Baldwin at $17 27. ^, and 
then offered 10,000 barrels more at the same 
figure. 

“I’ll tnke it,” said Favorite, tvith Armour 
purchasing.

Furthermore, the** people, who aio 
nearenougu to the bank official* to get a 
little of tbts confidence, declare now th nt 
Armour has beeu un enormous bonower of 
“Mule money,” and s .ak» thvir beada at 
customers who expies- admire to go “short. ’ 

“Armour is uot bon • a»g m-ncy to pay 
interest on it.” they say. and tuL proposi¬ 
tion is so sensible a one limt ii find* general 
ashent, back of course of the i-mn.-dinte 
sjasniintive influence or tin* legitimate one* 
of high-priced and poor corn aud few and 
high-priced hoe*.

But bo 
has so placed his papers and his memory of 
eveuUutthe disposal of Judge Alfred Ro¬ 
man, formerly of his stiff, that for all prac¬ 
tical purpose* we have tne desired end, in 
the two beautifully printed volumes just is¬ 
sued from the press of Harfter Brothers, 
New York. Tho rtrst volume has 
a flue eugraviug of the Genoral as 
so ruauy of us remember him, trim and pre- 
cu« even in the fashion of his hair and the 
close-cut covering of his upper lip; the very 
ideal of a military leader as to bis person 
and his dress, or, as Teanvsun express* it, 
of King Arthur's bravest Kuigbt— 

“Froiq *pevr to plume, a mar of tournament.** 

The second volume give# us the picture of 
the aider man, now Adjutant General of the 
State of Louisiana, and still looking every 
inch u soldier. It would fill a page of tho 
Courier-Journal to give any full review 
of the contont# of these uu|>ortant volumes. 
Possibly one reason why Gen. Beauregard 
declined to writ* a military autobiography 
wo# to avoid the somewhat t liter contro¬ 
versy that has been provoked by tbe able 
work# of other actor# in tho scene#, notably 
#0 by tho two volume* of cx-Pre#ideut 
Davis. New fncts an» now given or old 
ones put into a clearer light; coffU' vert«*d 
questions are met, not in the itpirit of debittn 
but as by ono who ba> iu format ion to give; 
and upon the most or points whore tloubt 
has existed, the ordinal records and docu¬ 
ment*. are *trt forth to toll the story as by 
direct authority. 

Gen. Beauregard was the first General 
officer ever coimuisaienod ,l»y tbo Confeder¬ 
acy. Ho organized ib* undisciplined ami 
even uuregimented rabbi* of voltnucers who 
bad flxked to Mnna#cu*s piaius, and so 
shaped this crude And gra u material into 
brii;ads*, divndous aed the two groat army 
corps, that it liecamo iu a few weeks the in 
teliigent mactuno which he con'd mo throw 
ugaintt the splendid army of MacDowell as 
to convert into a rout the movouieut mat 
Gen. .Scott had pronounced perfect in con¬ 
ception and competent to umku the first “on 
to Richmond” a success. Before he fought 
the moMt brilliant b*t;i* of the war fio madu 
and u&ed tbe wonderful batteries of Charles¬ 
ton bnrbor, that accomplished tbe task said 
to be impossible, the reduction of a wed- 
provisioned sea girt fortre*#, which could 
not well be approached by parallels and 
where the burned work# of volunteers were 
tilled bv iueu who had never been under tire, 
and who had no experience in the service of 
heavy artillery. It was the first and, in¬ 
deed, tbe only granite fortress that over fell 
under such conditions. Later in the contest 
it wa# found that bis works at Charleston 
were as impossible to take as they were dlffi 
cult to rv*i*t, and ■Gilmore, tbe great North¬ 
ern engineer, never took Charleston, even 
wiih tne finest iron-clad fl*et then on the 
globe to aid him, until (fie defeat, of thi ar¬ 
mies that held the interior of the Confeder¬ 
acy made it no longer desirable to hold the 
city fortress bv the M*a. 

He it wa# who seemed by hi* very presence 
and the power of his name to create the Army 
of tne West, where really there wo# none, 
nnd to deal Gen. Grant tho blow* at Shiloh, 
that, for the lime, stayed the collapse of the 
Confederacy, it was he who nmdu ditches 
and mounds of - earth take the place of an 
army nt Petersburg, meeting ih* sudden 
“change of ba-.*” ot Gen. Grant and giving 
time for Roliert K. Lee to bring the army of 
North Virginia into the last trenches of'the 
civil w ar. If wo remember rightly, it w’a* 
be who gave cauh* for the grim remark of 
Gen. Grant that Gen. BuNer hnd boon ren¬ 
dered, by 6 iit»*nor strategy, a# harmless and 
lueleu a# it he had been put into n bottle and 
corked up. There i* no na d to take one 
laurel leaf from the chapleu of liU great 
lieutenant*, and it ind .-ed adds to the glory 
of men like Smith that tbov caught such an 
idea a# that of the key position at Vicks¬ 
burg aud carried out what he conceived. 

Kirb> Smith and Gustavus \V. Snafu and 
Mngruder are not hannod by the praise due 
to Beauregard nuy more than tho Marshals 
of Fiance »re made l*-.# by the glory of 
Napoleon. Tfio literary \s .rk of Judge* Ro¬ 
man is only le#* vuluaiii* than the matter 
of which it trea!*., an>. in the easy flow of a 
narration, where ouo expect# to find the 
picket-fences of statistic* and tbe fortirt- 
1 at ou# of documents obstructing tho way, 
there is much to remind the student of the 
classic#, of Owr'* commentaries on the 
wars in Gaul. The good Uu*to of the book 
i# a# much to be commended as it* pains¬ 
taking accuracy, and no hi-r.er compliment 
could lie paid it than this closing sentence of 
the iwrsohnl letter Irani ChArles H. Dana to 
Gen. Beauregard: '*1 have not found any¬ 
where au angry want or an undignified re¬ 
joinder. In ttiU ifrhrxxjt the book teems to 
me to he worthy of the highest praise.”

LOCAL, GENERAL AND PERSONAL. 


Col. Bennett H. Young, Mr. John Mac¬ 
Leod and Mr. A. B. Southard hnve returned 
from tbwir trip over the Monon road with 
President Roosevelt. Tho road was found 
in fair condition, and tho equipment very 
good considering tho bad luck that has re¬ 
cently fallen to the line. Precedent Roose¬ 
velt is reported to have evinced considerable 
surprise at the rich country traversal by the 
lino and the opportunity there is for develop¬ 
ment. He bos always thought the property 
a valuable one, but is now more than con¬ 
vinced that there is a great future for it. 
Although he passed over the Indianapolis 
division at rather on unfavorable time—just 
after the Broad Kiltie aecidont— be expressed 
much surprise at the opportunity of the lino 
for local traffic and the excellent condition 
of the stations along the road. 

Mr. Roosevelt has not decided as yet what 
changes will be made in tlie management of 
the road or the road itself. It is bis inten¬ 
tion to operate tho road as economically as 
possible, and to this cud some further 
“doubling up” may be necessary, although 
where is uut. as yet stated. However, it is 
understood ho will develop tho. road for all 
thora is in it, and w ill begin by opening the 
line to the Brazil coal Helds and increasing 
the facilities for handling stone from the 
Bedford quarries as soon as possible. Yes¬ 
terday’s Indianapolis Journal lias tho fol¬ 
lowing to say of Mr. Roosevelt: 

“Mr. Roosevelt, we learn, is not only an 
able lluaucicr, hut u practical railroad inau 
as well, having aided In the building of sev¬ 
eral roads. He is not a broadcloth railroad 
man, but was dressed in n common business 
suit; is very sociable and a plcuraut talker. 
Mr. Roosevelt had not been in ludianapolui 
since 1874, and, as ha hod three hours of 
leisure, he, in company with his aiuiablo 
wife and Traffic Manager Southard, took a 
hack and rode through the principal streets 
of the city, and expressed himself as highly 
pleased at tho business activity noticeable on 
evoryside. Mr. Roosevelt and wife left for. 
ftew York over the Bee-line at 7:15 p. M.” 

V CAN'T get THE LOAN .

COMPANY WON’T COMPLETE THEIK BAKER 
CITY EXTENSION JUST YET. 

(Nixciaf to the Courier-Journal. J 
New York, Feb. 4.— Last month the Ore¬ 
gon Railway and Navigation Company au¬ 
thorized the issue of $14.000.(XK) of consol¬ 
idated mortgage bonds for the purpose of 
raisiug funds to finish the branch to Baker 
City, where connection is to Im made with 
the Union Pacific’* Oregon .Short-line. An 
amount of these bonds sufficient to take up 
the existing first mortgage loan of $6,000,- 
ObO, and scrip to the amount of $1,200,000 
was to remain in the treasury of the 
Oregon Railway and Navigation Company. 
Baring Bros., of London, offered to take 
the new loan at a price satisfactory to the 
compauy. and it was supposed that the mat¬ 
ter was settled. Messrs. Evarts, Soutbrnuy 
and Choate, the lawyers of the Barings, were 
requested toieport uj>on the legality of the 
title. They discovered an Oregon statute 
. which will probably preveut the acceptance 
of the loan by the Barings. The law in 
question relates to mortgages upon real prop¬ 
erty in two or more counties winch are de¬ 
clared null, and it undoubtedly affects the 
proposed mortgngeof the Oregon Navigation 
Company. Mr tSouthniar ,in his opinion to his 
clients, states these facts. An officer of the 
company said to day that the above facts 
were true. Tho result would lie seme incon¬ 
venience and delay iu finishing the Baker 
City branch, but ll would in no way embar¬ 
rass the company, which did not need any 
of the proceeds of the loau for current ex¬ 
penses or bills payable. The Jaw, it was 
supposed, was not passed to affect railway 
corporations, but it did so. The road-bed to 
Baker City is all graded, and it was expect¬ 
ed it would be fiuubed by next year. 

QBTbe Oregon and Pacific stocks were weak 
all day, and were sold by the beans, who said 
the failure of the now loan would cause the 
Oregon Navigation Company great expense 
and cmbarni»siuen t to f ullii 1 cont racls already 
made, iu tho expectation that the loau would 
bs placed. 

THE EASTERS ILLINOIS . 

THE RUMOR THAT JAT GOVLD HAS BOUGHT 
THE LINK REVIVED. 

Yesterday’s Indianapolis Journal pul»- 
lishes tho following in regard to Mr. Gould 
and the Chicago and Eastern Illinois. 
Nothing is known concerning Mr. Gould's 
intentions in this city, but, should the plan 
spoken of be developed, it will give the 
Louisville and Nashville on op; *»rt nutty to 
compete w ith the Illinois Central on through 
business from Chicago and ttie Northwest to 
the South. However, it is nocoraiy to 
state that tho L. and N.. as a road, does not 
own the four-tenths of Terre Haute stock 
spoken of; tho stock is held by gentlemen 
interested iu the L. and N , as well as other 
lines, simply as stockholders: 

“The opinion still prevails in railroad cir¬ 
cles that there is something m the report that 
Jay Could has * ecu rod control of the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois rood, and that within a 
few duvs some important changes will be 
mafic lii the managenunt. Jay Gould is 
anxious to do something to build up hi- Cairo 
divisions, and were he to sreup tho Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois he would havo a direct 
line from Cairo vm Danville to Chicago, and 
in securing control of the Chicago and East¬ 
ern Illinois he gets in his possession four- 
tenths of the stock of the Evansville and 
Terra Haute road. He isa heavy stockholder 
In tho Louisville and Nashville and a Di¬ 
rector as well. The Iisvdie and Nash 
vilio owns four-tenths of the Evansville and 
Terre Haute stock, and the indications are 
that tiie parties who own eipht-tentr.s are 
about to join Lands and squeeze the Mackey 
element, which owns two-ten tbs of the 
stock, out. Then i stablish a through line 
over the Chicago and Eastern Illinois, the 
Evansville and Terro Haute and the Louis¬ 
ville and Nashville between Chicago and 
Southern point* reached by the Louisville 
and Nashville system. Through this scheme 
the VVMxab gets Into Terre Haute, Evans¬ 
ville and the block coni mine* of l lay county, 
which would bo valuable railroad points to 
them. The fact, that buddiug what was 
known a» the Ritchie extension of tho Wa- 
bn*h has been .abandoned is looked upon os 
©vhlciic© that there is some foundation for 
the receut reports regarding the matter.”

Chicago, Feb. 4. —The members of the 
Western Trunk-line Association met this 
evening to consider tho Utah pool complica¬ 
tions.

Kimball, of the Union Pacific, the meeting 
adjourned until morning. 

No business was transacted in connection 
with the cut freight rates east from Chicago, 
St. Louis.

Fink says: “There 
can lie but one result from it, namely, that 
a strict maintenance of rates will be or¬ 
dered.” 


LOCAL AND GENERAL NEWS. 


The number of louded cars landed at 
Indianapolis last week was IB,428. 

Four hundred and fifty traitis leave the 
city of Boston every day except Suuday. 

The “Tourist” parly left over the Mo¬ 
non for Chicago yesterday morning, and tba 
Whitney “Magnet” party arrived over the 
same hue yesterday afternoon. 

During the week ending February 2, 
the total shipments of flour, gram and pro¬ 
visions over the eight roads leading east from 
Chicago amounted to 45,051 tons, against 
53.143 tons iu the week ending January 26.

When this 
work is completed tho entire* road between 
New Orleans and Marshall, Texas, will be in 
perfect order. 

A regular semi-monthly meeting of 
freight agent* was held at the office of "Pool 
Agent R. H. Campbell yesterday morning. 
Reports of busines* done and other routine 
matters were taken up and disposed of. 
Nothing of importance was brought before 
tne meeting. 

The great and only Narrow-gauge will 
have to look out for its laurels, or the Ash- 
burnham railroad, of Massachusetts, will 
walk away with them. It is announced by 
that roati “that ou account of tho breaking 
of a car-wheel passenger trains will bo omit¬ 
ted for a few days.” 

A NKAT little paper. The Sew Host, con¬ 
taining much valuable information concern¬ 
ing the section from which the title is deriv¬ 
ed. also a groat deal of interesting railroad 
matter, is issued monthly for free distribu¬ 
tion at ltonver. Col. Newt. Haight, of tire 
Union Pacific, in this city, will mail copies 
on application. 

The Philadelphia lirtorfl says the prob¬ 
abilities are that the officer* of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania road have under consideration the con¬ 
trol of tho New York, Buffalo and Lake 
Shore road. Gen. W inslow says the West 
Shore Company has made arrangements for 
what money it requires for Its immediate 
want*, and It is believed mat the Pennsyl¬ 
vania people furnished the financial aid he 
alludes to. 

Master Mechanic Arp. of the Chicago, 
St. Louis and Pittsburgh shops, at Indiana 
polis. has devised nu engine register of a 
novel and useful character. Bv it an engi¬ 
neer cao tel) at a glance the train number, 
and the section of the train he is to tak© out, 
if thcro tw more than one. and w hat class of 
service any engine of the road is iu, or if out 
of service for repairs. 

Tiik best performing locomotives, as the 
engineers say, are those which “pick a train 
up quick.” The engines that run the fast 
ti urns roach t heir highest speed within three 
mile* of a starting point, nud locomotive* 
that can not attain a speed of a mile per 
minute within four miles can not tuuiule the 
train properly, and need not be expected to 
make fast average running time. 

The Transportation Committee of the 
Board of Trade held an informal meeting at 
their rooms last night, at which were pres¬ 
ent by invitation all the freight agents of the 
city The meeting was called by the Trans¬ 
portation Committee simply for tho purpose 
of forming tliu acquaintance of the freight 
men mid a^uriug them of friendly feeling.

T. Swift, agent of the Kentucky 
Central, retiring. \V. W. Monroe continue* 
ft' .Superintendent of the Lexington division 
of the two rouils. 

A temporary trestle has !>cen erected 
at Broad Ripple, the scene of the recent ac¬ 
cident on the Chicago and Indianapolis Air¬ 
line, and trains are now running through. 
I r i* stated that the company will nt once 
settle with the friend* of the deceased and 
injured persons if a reasonable settlement 
cau be made. The higher officials of tho 
road greatly regret the accident, and none 
are more anxious for a thorough investiga¬ 
tion ns to the cause limn they. • 

There were 112 nee blunts to railroads 
during the month of December, 1883, iu 
which 32 person.* were killed and 113 hurt— 
a decrease of 30 accidents, nud an increase 
of 3 killed and decrease of Bt> hurt, compar¬ 
ed with Decouibor, 1882.

ENGLISH VIEW OF AMERICAN RAILWAYS.

When I was traveling about those awful 
canyons heretofore described, the railroad 
up the rocks aoemed more frightful than 
artist or imagination had painted them. My 
constant inquiry of Air. Xiras, of the Rio 
Grande. was, “Who wore thu engineer* who 
conceived and executed these awful ascents?” 
In England, the name of him who builds a 
tubular bridge over the Menai Strait*, or 
cuts a tunnel under the Thames, is in tho 
mouth of the world. Miracles of mechanism 
and construction more wonderful than any 
we have in Englnnd, have been accom¬ 
plished in America, yet, on tho sjots 
where the mighty works of the en¬ 
gineers were performed, hardly any one 
knows their names, and not a statue uf them 
meets the eye of the traveler I never ceased 
to wonder and put questions about them. In 
those canyons there were promontories of 
stone which could be carved, like the Sphinx, 
into colossal heads of tho great engineer,and 
the wondering traveler for ages might look 
on the faces of those who made the miracu¬ 
lous work. Above was terrific altitude, be¬ 
low was a terrific abyss of rock aud river. 
Along that sileut and foreboding way the 
trains rushed down at night, laden with tons 
of ore, or climbed summit after summit, as 
the road varied. The engines crawled up the 
awful rocks like mighty tarantulas with 
claws of steel. The trains ran round and 
round the mountains. Snorting na they rase, 
you could see the unglue pushing in the rear 
like the tad of flame ot :ui irou serpent. Now 
it left the rock, now it approached it as it 
wound round it. Just now standing apart 
from it, as Rossetti did by his bride—to ad¬ 
mire the more nor form and beauty.

Board lost night, wutb twenty members pres¬ 
ent.

President Cocbmne, as Chairman of the 
High School Committee, reported that tho 
regular mid-winter examination of tho Male 
High School had l*cen passed. There were 
332 pupils exnmined; of these 2G lost their 
class standing aud 19 failed iu two studies. 
Tho committee recommended the use of tho 
chapel of tho Female High School to-night 
for the use of thu alumu.v of the school to 
build up a library. The Board granted the 
request. 

Mr. Cochrano reported that both High 
Schools were doing well. The operation of 
the stringent examination rules have been 
very beneficial to the Female High School. 

Mr. Robert Cochrane reported the changes 
that have been made in altering the course 
of study from live year* to four had worked 
very well. 

THE OVER HILL SCHOOL BUILDING. 

Mr. Finxor offered a resolution that tho 
Building Committee be authorized to con¬ 
tract immediately to repair, and, if neces- 
rary, to reconstruct the Overhili-stroet 
school building in *uch a nm«uer a* to re¬ 
move ail doubts of iu security, and that 
such repairs or reconstruction be done under 
tno supervision of Charles J. Clark and C. 
A. Curtin, architects. 

Mr. Robert Cochrane said tho resolution 
indicated that thu building was unsafe. Ho 
would like to know what the real condition 
of the building was. 

Mr. Finzer raid that the building was ex¬ 
amined by four people. Two pronounced it 
safe and two uusafu. The patrons of tho 
school said that it was unsafe. Ho thought 
the building was st illing. Hu would not turn 
a finger that would induce a parent to 
seiid a t mid to that school. It 
might stand there for fifty yenre and it 
might not. He wouldn't take the chances. 

A thunder-storm now might cause a panic. 
He thought it best to be on the safe side. 

Mr. G. Cochrane raid that the building 
woa put up on made ground. {Shortly after 
it was built a water-spout, which emptied 
near the corner of the building, undermined 
the foundntlou. This was remedied. A cis¬ 
tern. which leaked near another side of the 
building, had caused it to settle. This also 
had been remedied. Mr. Mayer had told 
him that hu thought the foundation was 
above the frost line. The frost line was 
about three fuel. Ha himself measured the 
foundations of this building, and it was live 
feet. His own imprenaiou was that the 
danger wo* caused by leakage of a hydrant 
iu tho oanter of the building. He offered as 
a substitute for the goutlemau’s resolution 
the following: 

Resolved. J hut the Building Committee, la 
connection with the Trustees or the First ward, 
he authorized to have thr OverhiU-street school 
thoroughly examined by three person*, believed 
by them to he competent to judge in such mat¬ 
ters, amt lhat they be further authorized to make 
auy Mich improvement* un-1 alterations as inar 
lx* deemed neee*«ary to remove all doubt as to iu 
safety for Hiiiool pm poMpt. 

Tho siiasttlutc wo* unanimously adopted. 
Mr. Finzer staled in answer to a question 
that the Overhill-street school had beuti dis¬ 
missed yes lord ay morning. He thought the 
proposed work would be acme quick enough 
not to iuterfore much with the children’s 
studies. 

A REQUEST REFUSED. 

Mr. Michel! sent in a request from tho R.ov. 
J. G. Mmnigerode nnd theater. S. D. Tomp 
Kins for permission to u^e a room in the 
school building, corner of Thirteenth and 
Maple, for one hour on Sunday afternoon for 
a Sunday-school. “It i* for the purpose ul 
education, aud, therefore, not Against the 
spirit of your rules,' rau the request. There 
was some little debate on it. Messrs. G. 
Cochrane and Dr. Leber opposed it, because 
it was again-1 an established rule of 
tho Board, nnd was a Lad precedent, 
all the other religions in the city 
having tho same right*, and, if they wished 
to exercise them, they could not be refused. 
A vote was taken, and resulted—nays. 15; 
yeas. 5. Thoso who voted tor it w’ero: 
Messrs. Atkiuson. B.tdfer. Kelly, Mitchell 
aud Tvler. Truquell, Zxbol aud Herman 
w ere aiisent. Tho rest voted against it. 

Mr. Cochrane moved that a courteous re¬ 
fusal embodyiug the views he stated be seut 
to tho reverend gentlemen, w hich was done. 

PROPOSED CHANGE IF SCHOOL LAWS. 

The committee which had ebargo of a legis¬ 
lative bill to amend the city charter in re¬ 
gard to Lbo School Board reported. There 
are some important changes propoaod. 

Dr. Leber moved to postpone the consider- 
tion of the report indefinitely. It was lost. 

Mr. Cochrano moved that the report be 
taken up seriatim, and each section bu con¬ 
sidered separately. Tho first section, in re¬ 
gard to changing the name of the board, was 
adopted. Suctions 2, 3 aud 4, in regard to 
the Uvklng of the census, were also adopted. 
Section 5. amending Section 2 of the enar- 
tor, provides that merchants who j»ay a 
license to transact their business, pay a tax 
on their goods and merchandise for school 
purposes. 

Air. Blaine, tho attorney for the board, 
gave the board the present state of the case 
now m court testing the question. It was in 
the ronrt of AppenU. If t he court decided 
against them, they would have to refund 
from $20,0U0 to $50,000 r and be that much 
out of pocket each y*«r. They would need 
additional iegid.tiiou iu that event. Tho sec¬ 
tion w’as adopted. 

Section r. provides that tho board shall 
keep up a library fur the free u*« of the 
teachers and pupils. 

Section 7 authorises the board to enter 
into a contract with somo corporation in the 
city of Louisville owning aud conducting a 
library. 

Scctiou 8 provides that the board shall 
consider tho benefits to bo derived from such 
an established library, and to contribute 
from tutu) to time stuns of money toward 
tho purchase of books by such a corporation. 

Section 9 authorizes the heal'd to pur¬ 
chase laud* aud luuldmgs for the 
uw of tlie library, to lie ii.ned if deemed 
projier by both the board aud the corpora¬ 
tion • 

The Board of Trustees is authorized by 
Section 10 to issue 500 bonds at $100 each, 
or $50,000, to pay for these grounds and 
books. 

Sections 11 and 12 provide for the detail* 
of tne payment of these bonds by a tax of 2 
cents ou the $100. 

Air. Finzer was opposed to the School 
Board uniting with any corporation. 

Mr. Badger offered an amendment provid¬ 
ing for a tux of ileoiiUou the?UK). Bvn tax 
of 2 cents running thirty yean. Air. Badger 
said, the poople would pay $380,000, and 
this for a *50,000 library. It would be tho 
best policy U> gel rid of tins debt at ouce. He 
was opposed to the matter on mature delib¬ 
eration, but if they decided to (mi-s it, it 
would bu best to pay it iu the manner indi¬ 
cate*!. 

Mr. R. Cochran said lie would like to ex¬ 
plain the remainder of the hill which 
relntod to a library. Thu object of it was to 
perfect a system w hich had been of benefit 
to tlie schools. He referred to the Louisville 
Library. An arrangement had been made 
with Lite library by which it was tbrowu 
open to the pupils and teachors. for which it 
lnid been paid $40 a mouth. He colled on 
Maj. Dnvis to read tho report of tho Library 
Commute!*. 

Mr. Davis read the report, aud said it 
showed that B42 teachers visited the library, 
when there wore only 540 teachers in the 
city. 

Sir. Cochran said that if ono teacher went 
to the library three or four times, it was 
chronicled as so many toachers visiting. 

Mr. Cochran went on explaining .section 
aft**r section. He could see no objection to 
any of them. 

Dr. I*0cr opposed the scheme. He said 
that tho board had belter hire more teachers 


at better salarks than subucribe for a 
library. He moved to postpone consider¬ 
ation of tho whole question for a month, to 
give the members tirno to think about it. 
This was adopted. 

After a long plea for introducing a new, 
patent duplex desk, from a man who 
claimed that his desk cured everything from 
consumption to weak back, had been read 
for the edification of tho members, tho 
board adjourned.

AUDITOR’S AGENT ACT. 


Judge Simrati Declare* the Mn*i Im¬ 
portant Provision* of Th l* Unpopu¬ 
lar Act Uncon*titutionai. 


THE DECISION IN FULL, 


Tho Auditor’s Agent Act has been quite 
thoroughly discussed in Louisville during the 
post few years, and tbe following decision 
by Judge Himrall, depriving it of its claws, 
will be road with approval: 

Louisville Chancery Court—Vic* Chancel¬ 
lor’s Court. — T . A . McGuire *, idatntiff . ra 
JTred. Hyde , defendant . Opinion by Judge 
Sim rail. 

Thi>» action involve* tho construction ot what 
is known ns the Auditor's Agent Act. 

In pursuance ot said act tnvdff'MiilanCa prop- 
ci ty was sold for tax-' The plum tiff became 
the purebroier, and uow claims to be th© owner 
thereof under a tax det*d from the Auditor. 

This action is bruucht to recover uosseMion of 
lb© land and to quirt plaintiff s till©, and to re- 
Htrain defendant from Ahserting any further 
claim thereto. Th© petition substantially Urges 
that under authority of said act. unproved May 
d. 1880, tlie Auditor udv< rlived wild land for sale 
for taxes, nnd, thrru IsUng no bidder, un¬ 
der tne amended act «f April. 188. t . tho 
property wa* again offered for rale, and still 
remained unsold and wa* finally sold to th© plain¬ 
tiff and conveyed to him by liie Auditor, iu oc- 
cordance with th© provision* of *aJd net*. The 
defendant demurred to tbe peiltiou on the ground 
that it doe* uot state fact* sufficient to c<m*titul* 
a cause of action. Th© questions arise under 
lb© mm te. uth section of the act entitled “An 
act to amend lb© revenue laws” (Scarion Acts 
I87P, vol. 1. p. iTkij. which sar*. “In all suit* ami 
controversies involving tille* lo land claimed ami 
held by vLtue of a deed executed by the Auditor 
for non-payment of fairs thereon, tho person 
claiming adverse title to such deed shnll be re¬ 
quired to prore iu order to defeat the titlo con¬ 
veyed by such deed, either »nat the Land de¬ 
scribed tlwreiu wa» not subjoct to taxation nt 
the data of tne u»c**meni of tlie tax for which 
it wa* sold: <*r that th© taxvu for tbe non-pay¬ 
ment of which tb© land was sold wer© paid to th© 
ipraper officer within th© time limited by law 
uberefor; or that, the iwune had not been a*>»e*«ted 
for tb© taxes, for th© non payment of which it 
wo* sold; or that th© same had b©en red< etned 
pursuant to law; or that a certificate in proper 
form lmd been given by tb© prof>er officer witnin 
tne time limited by law for the pay meat of taxes 
or redeeming from *aie* mad© for the non-pay¬ 
ment thereof, stating that no tuxes were due. or 
that the lauds were not subject to redemption; 
but no person shnll be permitted to question tb© 
till© acquired by such Auditor’s deed w ithout 
proving ihat ho or the person through whom ho 
ciuims utl© hod title to the land at th© tun© 
of th© >al© thereof for non-payment of 
taxes, or *ub»pquentiv. which title was acquired 
from the State. “ This act reverses th© well- 
known mi© of law. that a complainant can ouly 
recover “U|k>u the strung lii of hi* own title, and 
not U|H>n the weakness of ht adversary’s. ’ It 
imposes upon the owner of land, in order to de¬ 
feat a tax claimant, the burden of proving one 
of ./ice thing*: Fir»t. either that the land was 
not subject to th© tax: second, or that the lax 
wa* paid; thusJ, or that tbe land bad not been 
a*-H©**ed; fourth, or that it hod been redeemed; 
fifth, or that th© proper officer hod given a cer¬ 
tificate that no taxes wur© due, or tnat the laud 
w o» not subject to re demption It cut* off all 
other defense*, aud places tlie burden of proof 
upon thr defendant as to the five enumerated. 
Three serious questions are raised: 

First Can the Legislature shift th© burden ot 
proof from tb© tax claimant to the owner in pos- 
*r**iou of the lamU 

Second -If so, is th© rule ofjpleadlng thereby 
changed, which requires th© plaintiff suing to re- 
covrr under a tax title, to set up in his petition 
all tho facts or successive precedent steps which 
are essential to tho validity of a tax deed* 

Third—Is tb© act constitutional, in so far ns it 
undertakes to deprive the owner of any material 
defense Lhat existed prior lo the pa*»ago of tho 
act? 

I. 

As to the right to Impose the burden of proof 
upon (he defendant, we consider it within th© 
provtneo of the Legislature. It Is remedial, 
changing only the rule* of evidence and tbe 
order of the Introduction of testimony, and does 
not take away any vested or property 
right of tli© citizen. Cooley, in his i on- 
stitutionol Limitations (p. 3o7). s|>eaking of ih« 
effect of a lax deni a* evidence, says “inde¬ 
pendent of special statutory rule on the subject, 
conveyances would not be evidence of title. 
They are execute! under a statutory power, and 
it devolves upon the claimant under them to 
show that tb© successive steps which under th© 
statutes l©Ad to such a conveyance bar© been 
taken. Hut it can not be doubted that this rule 
may be so chanzod a* to make a tax deed pnnia 
facie evidence that all tb© proceedings have been 
regular, ami that the purviuuwr lias acquired un¬ 
der them a complete title.” There are many au¬ 
thorities to th© name effect. 

II. 

Assuming that th© burden of proof can be 
changed, doe* that dispense with th© necessity 
of plaintlff'e alleging n, his petition alt the ma¬ 
terial tact* or step* which ate necessary to sus¬ 
tain a tax title—trom tho original assessment 
down to and including the final sal© and convey¬ 
ance? 

Tho argument of the plaintiff i*, that as the 
burden is on tbe defendant to establish one or the 
otner of live defenses, the burden must be upon 
him also to make the corresponding allegations; 
and. if so. it is unuec«*sary for the plaintiff to 
exhibit his title In his petition; but It is the duty 
of tne defendant to (K>int oui the defect* in the 
title in Id* answer. 

That is to say. all that is necessary to do is 
what the plaintiff ha* done in this case: to allege 
only lb© sale aud convey ance from the Auditor, 
and rely for the rest upon tb© legal presumption 
ot th© statute, that all tb© preceding preliminary 
step* have been taken according to law. (See 
Byiugton vh. Robertson. 17 Iowa, oflfi; Griffin vs. 
Dogan. 4H Miss,. 11. Blackwell, p» 5o3>. 

This argument 1* very plausible, nnd resta upon 
two ground*: 

First—The gcnei-al ml© of pleading, that tho 
allegations aud proof must correspond. 

Second—Th© llUtb section of tu» (..’ode. which 
expressly provides that “neither the evidence 
relied ou by a party, nor pr©»umpiious of Jaw 

.shall be stall'd In a pleading. “ But it 

must not be forgotten that the general rule as to 
the correspondence of the allegata and probata 
tux* exceptions to the rule Just as well estab¬ 
lished as tu© rule Itself. For instance. wn©u the 
holder of a not© sues upon it, his petition is sub 
ject to demurrer If he f il* to allege uon-pay¬ 
ment. although th© law presume* that fact trom 
the possession of the note. Yet tbe plaintiff is 
not required to prove it, even after defendant 
ho* put the fact in Issue, by a proper idea. So 
in common law in an action of aasumpslt, for 
goods sold aud delivered, or for money hud and 
received for plaintiff** u*o “it was necessary to 
aver a promise, though not necessary to prove 
it. The trouble a* to this, a* w-t 11 a* in the in 
lerpretation of tlie God© provision, grows out of 
the failure of counsel to discriminate belweeu 
duputabte and conclusive vresumvtions of lair. 
Material facts which mAko out only a pnmn 
fnae case, must be pluaded under the code; 
wherea*. the pleading of facts which th© law 
cnnclusirely p>c*ume» to be true is forbidden. 
This point has been expressly derided by the 
Court of Appeal* In the case of Gregory rs. Me 
Failaud, 1 lmval. 5i»; opinion by Judge Bullitt. 
There the only fact to be Ascertained was, 
whether or not McFarland wo* of unsound mind 
on the 2d of February. lNdl. The only allega¬ 
tion was: “That in March. 18**2, said McFarland 
w a* judicially found to be of unsound mind, and 

10 have been of unsound, mind for 
nearly two years preceding that time.” The 
court held thru “it wa* tur duty of the jury to in¬ 
quire aud *av at what time tlie subject or the in* 
quest lost ills mind, aud the inquest furn 1.died 
prim a facte evidence” tnat unsou miners existed 
during the period in controversy; hut neverthe¬ 
less it was u©cc*sary to allege the fact of the un- 
soundness at the time, and that the failure to do 
*o wm a fatal omission, which could not t>e sup¬ 
plied by auy legal presumption The Court then 
construes seetiou llfi of tbe Code ns to tb© pr©- 
mmptSoas ot Iasi wbitth must not be staled— 
which is almost verbatim the old common law 
rule to be found in Cm tty’s Head lug-and allows 
that it was never infeudrd to apply to disputable, 
but ouly conciuidvc presumptions. The Court 
then lays dowu Uie general rule; “It **e©ms to us 
therefore that, a* a general rule, the Hiatemenl 
ot a tact couMltutiug a cau*e ot aotion or de- 
lens© can not l>© obviated by the statement of 
a fact which ran©* only a pnma facie 
prtsumpf on of the fnct relied upon." The 
an me rule was announced .n tu© case of 
Williams vs. Gordon. 11 Bu-Ji OBJ: which was an 
action for slander. Th© plaintiffs »et up Hie 
slanderous words, but mod© u«* allegation of 
malic©, reiving upon Uie legal presumption. Th© 
Court hold lliat malice was an ©sseuiiai ingredi¬ 
ent: and whilst the law presumes malice from 
th© slanderous word*, yet it wa* not a conclu*ive 
legalpremuiption, and must therefore* be aver¬ 
red. Brain©*, ns said by JuJge Bullittt in the 
Gregory cose, there is an additional reason un¬ 
der tno rode why disputable presumption* 
should de alleged, because uuder the «. <»d© cither 
party enn be required to swear to his allegations. 
“One object of lire Code is to appeal to in© con¬ 
science. and deprive partir* of the benefit of 
fact* to Uie truth of w hich they are unwilling to 
swear.*' Now, when this rule is eonalderea In 
connection with the 00th section of theCod©, which 
require* that th© petition must state th© facts 
win h constitute a caavj of action, vre think it 
clear tnai the shifting of thr burden of proof to 
the defendant ha* not relieved tb© plaintiff from 
the uecr».ttjr of setting up in hi* petition all the 
fact* or steps which are ©s-**ntial to bis tax title. 
Tho fact of the sale and conveyance by tire Au¬ 
ditor t* only on© link iu the lung chain of fact* 
which constitute plaintiff's title aud cause of ac¬ 
tion; and h* suid by the Court of Appeals in the 
first case cited, he cau not obviate the necessity 
for alleging tine;© fact* by simply stating th© sal© 
and conveyance, “which raise ouly a pnma fa¬ 
cie pr aiim/dioii" of the other facts relied upon. 

I he sain© doctrine has been lately announced by 
the Court of Appeals nine© the passage of this 
ad, in the cos© of McKee v*. Walker, opinion by 
Judge Pryor, delivered March 15. 1881. VV© find 
this stntrmunr of the opinion in the Law Re- 
porter, vol*, 1 and 2: “In ou action by a 
purchaser upon a sale for taxes, to 
recover possession of the property, it is not suf 
f,dent to allege that the sale w«* pro|>er. that all 
tii© steps were taken necessary to authorize such 
snlo: but before a recovery can be had. facts 
must be alleged show lug that non© of these re- 
quirement* are wanting ** In Heim r*. Payne 

11 vol. Law Reporter. :i50» Judge Pryor sava: 
“It ha*» never been held that a sheriff's deed must 
bo upheld, upon Uie presumption that th© sheriff 
and tho«c before him have discharged their du* 

ii ty." lh© wold* /u..ft be upheld snow that the 


court was speaking of concfusiee leant presump¬ 
tion*. it Is insisted by the learned counsel for 
plaintiff, that tba opinions in thoso cases overrule 
a long line of decisions in this Mate, to the affect 
that a ticom officer is presumed to have done his 
duty; and that iu the opinion* are ndt to be re¬ 
ported they should bo disregarded. Wp do not 
ho consider. There is no ueee~»*aiy conflict he* 
tween the decisions. Tho presumption that «u 
officer has done his duty 1* a disputable /»-©- 
a eruption, and comes clearly under th© opera¬ 
tion of th© rule just laid down. When a I itigant 
comes into court claiming such rights under th© 
act of an officer, he must state tho fact* which 
show that the officer had authority to act. 

111 . 

Is this act constitutional, in so far as it makes 
a tax deed conclusive of everything except th© 
five named defenses? 

It becomes necessary to decide this question— 
uuder t he demurrer to th© petition—in view of 
the conclusion readied by tho court, that every 
material step in the process of taxation i* a con¬ 
dition precedent to tu© rig at to bull and couvoy, 
and must be sut up in the petition. If there is 
any other material matter, other than the five 
enumerated, the plaintiff must also w*t that up, 
unless it was lawful for the legislature to cut off 
tbe right to mate© «uch a defense. The first 
question then is: fan a citizen acquire a vested 
right in a defense? If *o. any legislative act is 
clear ly unconstitutional which deprive* him of 
that right without any consideration of opportu¬ 
nity to be heard. «>n this subject, Cooley, in hts 
Constitutional Limitations ip. fidfi), &ays: “As to 
the circumstances under which a man may be 
said to have a vested right to a defense, it is 
somewhat difficult to lay down a comprehensive 
rule." 

Then, after showing that when a person who 
has been released from a demand by operation of 
law can not have it revived>gainst biin by any 
legislation, be says: “We think investigation will 
siiow that a |>arty has no vested right iu a de¬ 
fense b.L-e.i upon an informality, uot affecting 
ht* substantial interest*. *’ 

Again bo says: “A retrospective statute curing 
defect* in b*gai proceedings, w here they are in* 
th« nature of irregularities ouly. and do not ex¬ 
tend to matters of jm udicti-n, is not void on 
constitutional grounds. Of this class are stat¬ 
utes to cur© irregularities in tho amassment of 
property for taxation, Ac. “ 

Then he lays down a rule for such cases, that 
w hutever th© Legislature might have dispensed 
writb by a prior statue, may be dispensed with by 
a subsequent statute. But this broud language 
rnu-1 be limited, by what precedes, to require¬ 
ments th© non-ob*t*rrance of which, constituted 
merely irregularities, and did not affect the juris¬ 
diction or validity of tlu-saJe. This is made ap¬ 
parent when w e consider what he lias further said 
on this subject in hia work on taxation, juvge 229, 
where be points out exception* to the rule. He 
cays: “if the law ha* afforded tlie }karti©s an op¬ 
portunity to be heard when it might have been 
dispensed with, h© has a right to rely upon this 
for his prelection; nnd we should doubt the right 
of the Legislature to take it away by retroaciiv© 
laws. • • • And the reason of th© exception 
will apply to all coses: in which notice to tbe 
party by publication or otherwise has been pro¬ 
vided for Ills protection. If this can be dis¬ 
pensed with by a heating act, the vary provision 
for a notice for a party * protection 'become* a 
trap for his destruction.” 

Th© rule which Judge Cooley lays down must 
also be construed in connection with what he has 
just before said a* to statutes altering tlie rules 
of evidence, in his Coust.itrtional Limitations 
tp.^JiiMi “but there are fixed bounds to the power 
of tbe Legislature over this subject which must 
not be exceeded. A* to what snail be evidence, 
nud who shall assume th© burden of proof, its 
power in unrestricted, so long as its rule* are im¬ 
partial and uniform; but Tt Los no power to 
establish rules which, under pretence ot regulat¬ 
ing evidence, alcogetlu-r preclude a party 
from exhibiting hi* lights. * * * A statute 
making a tax deed fconcluslv© evidence 
oi a complete title, and excluding the 
origiual owner from allowing its invalidity, would 
therefore be void, a* not a law regulating ct! 
deuce, but an unconstitutional confiscation of 
property.” 

It is true that some of the courts of t he Western 
State*, notably Ohio, Mi.'souri, WIscuiimii and 
Iowa, have gone great length* in upholding tax 
titles acquired uuder curative legiuhttive acts. 
But in th© note to Black woil (p. 71), it is said that 
those decisions grew out of the peculiar circum¬ 
stances of those States at the time, when lands 
were of little value and largely in the hands of 
nou-re.-ident owners. Th© editor adds: 

“It Is uw safur aud wiser, and more in accord¬ 
ance with th© spirit of tlie ag©. to return to those 
atrict aud unbending; principles of law which 
w ere intended for the security of private projicr- 
ty. and which the older States know so well now 
to appreciate.” 

Black well says i p. 291); “Thia seems to be th© 
sater and most equitable rule to adopt: a require¬ 
ment which tends to the security of the owner 
or which possesses the semblance of benefit to 
him should be faithfully complied with: while 
thane who possess no intrinsic merit, and tb© 
omission of which works no rnnnncr of injury to 
the owner of the ©state, ought not to defeat th© 
title of the purchaser, ouch M-ems to be the true 
principle to be deduced from the decided ca«©a. ” 

lu th© ca*© of Culver V. Hay don < l Vt., 35U), 
the court says: “Where property is affected, or 
the title to be dive*;ed by th© provisions of a 
special Htatute, the requirement* of the uct must 
be strictly foHowed. The performance of these 
acts In tiie condition on which the property is to 
b© dtvested, and it is not for th© court to inquire 
whether th© provisions of the statute are reason¬ 
able. or whether a compliance w ith them may be 
dispensed with without injury to the owner of th© 
ratal©, but whether the}' nave been made, and if 
so they must »j# literally pursued.” 

Cooley on Taxation »p. 324» says: “Tax sates 
are mad© exclusively under a statutory power 
Th© officer wtio makes them sells something he 
doe* not own, and which he can have no authori¬ 
ty to sell, except as he la mad© the agent of the 
law for the purpose. Lut he is made such agent 
only by ceruuu >tup« whirh are to precede ills 
action, and which under the law are condition* 
to hi* authority. If these fail, tho power is never 
created. If on© of them faiia, it is aa fatal a* if 
all foiled. ” 

Again, on p. 239, he tars: “But the law never 
assume* tbe existence of jurisdictional fr»cts. and 
throughout the proceeding* thr gvu©ral rule is 
that tlie taking of any on© important *tep la a 
jurisdictional prerequisite to tho next ” 

NV© think the true distinction 1* tiotween the 
requirements of the law. which are mandatory, 
nu 1 conditions vrreed-nt to passing a valid tax 
title, and therefore jurisdictional, and lho»e 
which are merely dirretury. the non-observance 
of which may not affect tho title. (See Cooley 's 
Cons. Lim , 74,) 

This distinction is clearly drawn by Judge 
Field in th© case of French vs. Ld wards, 13 Wai, 
511. in i lark vs. Crane. 5 Mich., Il is said that 
“what the law requires to be done for the protec¬ 
tion of th© tax payer 1* mandatory, and can not 
be regarded a* directory merely. '* Th© rule of 
this case is adopted by our Court of Appeal* in 
thecas© of Bowling Green nnd MadisonvilleR. R. 
Co. vh. >\arrenCo., 10 fh.sh, 721. 

So that if there was any act necessary to bo 
don©, l*»fore tho Auditor could make a valid con¬ 
veyance. nnd the Legislature ban conclusively 
presumed that such step was taken, to that ex¬ 
tent the act Is unconstitutional. It will b© seen 
that this act does not say that ct rtaln things aru 
not necessary to be done, or repeal any part of 
Uie law requiring them to b© doao. but leaving 
that law in full torev, il says In effect, it shall be 
coMCiuxice/y presumed that thry were done; 
when Mr. Blackwell tells us ip. 73i “that out of 
at least ono thousand causes of this d©*crtption 
wuich have found their way Into tho Appellate 
Court* ot the country, not twenty of them havo 
been found lo be legal and regular on applying 
th© test.” 

It only remains to consider whether there is 
any requirement of th© law necessary to tho 
validity ot a tax Mil© and conveyance, which tho 
met conclusively presume* to have been done. 

Section 14, article n. chapter 92 Revenue and 
Taxation. General Statutes, provides. “If there 
1>« lo personal property, which th© Sheriff or 
Tax Collector can distrain for taxes due. and the 
same k uft 11 not be paid by th© 1st day of Novem¬ 
ber, the Sheriff or Tnx Collector may levy on 
anv renl estate belonging to or listed by such do- 
llnouent taxpayer, and sell *o much thereof for 
cosh tn hand as will pay the taxes due," and if 
uo ou© bids th© Sheriff shall buy m th© land for 
the State. 

This statute In express terms makes it a condi¬ 
tion precedfut to a levy aud sal© of real estate

ami the risk covered by it. 

The author then subdivides the question 
into appropriate beads, and thoroughly dis- 
cuwen it from every standpoint. Through¬ 
out tho work is evinced a spirit born of a 
determination to overthrow error and estab¬ 
lish truth. In tbi* age of enlighttmm^ut aud 
progress the lawyer can not sit idly by und 
follow blind precedent; he must have “a 
reason for the faith that is in him.”

The Hnlnlne Trade. 

A Philadelphia writer says: 

’•There is a tempest In the quinine market, 
and prices an* bobbing up and down in the wild¬ 
est Aurry and confusion, consequent upon the 
breaking up of the combination which bud bren 
in existence since the 1 st of July among tho 
manufacturers in this country and in Europe. 
Tho combination was composed of every leading 
manufacturer in the world, seventeen in number, 

1 here ore in this country lour manufacturer*. 
One courem, McKesson A Bobbins, is in New 
York. The other three are located In this city. 
They are Powers A Welghtman, Ro*engarden & 
Son*, aud Kinsley A Mattis »n. It was the first 

f eneral pool in the history of the trade, embrac 
ng the manufacturer* upon both sides of the 
Atlantic. There had been many previous 
arrangement, of a temporary nature among the 
continental producers, also between those in this 
country, but they were merely local. The move¬ 
ment which resulted in the formation of the pool 
originated among the European manufacturers, 
aud thev held a«meeting i sriy last summer, at 
at wbicn It waa resolved to combine to keep tho 
market price of quinine steady. After a groat 
deal of dincussiou it was resolved to fir the rate 
for the drug, per ounce, at $1 86 . and at the time 
the agreement was made the market price of qui< 
nine in this country was about $1 30 per ounce. 
The .raanuiacturers considered this price too low, 
and the advance of 60 cent* per ounce was made 
a* a sort of average which mtglit siaud in lieu of 
any small fluctuation* from thut price, incident 
to tho varying condition of the cinchona bark 
market. Alexander Boehriug©*, of 5!tlan, 
Italy, the largest quinine producer in tlie 
world, came to this country shortly after th« 
formation of thr pool, for the purp*^ of en 
listing tbo co-o perm Ion of the American rnanu 
fnclurer*. In this attempt he wa* successful, 
and upon the ilr*t day or July the agreement 
went formally into effect. The'numerous prices 
of quinine were abolishrd and a uniform advance 
of iu cents per ounce instituted in Lhtnr pk 
The limit of tho pool wa* three years, by the exl 
pi ration of which time it wa* hoped that tho 
ovciproduction and the great surplus of stock on 
hand would have been disposed of at a fair 
profit. It is impo* siblc to estimate approximately 
the amount wi Uda surplus, but It is thought it 


could not hnve been les* than *100,000 ounce*. 
Tin* average annual production of the world i* 
4,250,000 ounces, and last year there were* im¬ 
ported into this country 1,000,000 ounces, which 
re|>rc*enlctl. >vlfh some flight decree of accura¬ 
cy. tho measure of contincnt.il overproduction. 

' “I ho pool was brok*:n and tho European manu¬ 
facturers began selling down as low as $1 30. 
German quinine can be Umghtto-day in this city 
f.>r £1 -'16 per ounce. Powers A Weightman and 
the other tniencan manufacturers hare adopted 
the rate of $1 60 per ouno-. The market i* fiat, 
end the Jobiw*r* say the outlook l* gloomy. There 
is no ceitainty of a rise in pilfer, aud the situa¬ 
tion is more than ever in tire hands of the Euro¬ 
pean manufacturers. Great importance U at¬ 
tached by the American manufacturer* to the 
bteaking up of thu pool and to the whole matter, 
hecaus*} of its intimate relation with the tariff. 
Formerly the duty on quinine was 20 per cent. 
When the tariff was revised recently this duty 
was obUterau J. This threw a great advantage 
Into ttw bauds of the European manufacturers, 
and they wore able to fell tbeir manufactured 
drug in the American market at a price consider¬ 
ably briow that which has l eon prevailing. To 
meet mitt the American manufacturers cut Into 
tho European schedule, and the result waa a 
sharp war of rates. U Ut clnlmed by the manu¬ 
facturers of thi* country that they ran not make 
money and produce quinine at European figure*, 
and it was really to protset themselves from the 
effect of the allege,l injury inflicted upon them by 
the ivvision of tho tariff that ibey formed the 
pooh” __

Most of 
the planters here go to Clarksville or Hopkins¬ 
ville. ami atteud to the sampling snd selling of 
their tolmcco (this may do them no good, but 
they feel better satiation*, end are prrsoimlly ac¬ 
quainted with the men who sample and sell thsir 
tobacco for them. If they go to Louisville and 
>ay full fare both way*, it make* the expem»e too 
wavy for the farmer who has only three or four 
hogs t ads of tobacco. 

•‘Now. I have this remedy to suggest: Let the 
railroad companies put freight* down reasonable, 
and give tile planter who has shipped his crop to 
l*ouisville a round trip Ucxet for one fore. orle*?. 

If tunt cun be accomplished, hundred* of hogs¬ 
heads of tobacco would come to Louisville that 
now go else where. 

•'The importance of this trade and the benefit 
it will be to Louisville will be seen by every busi- 
ness nvvu in the city. If you think these sug¬ 
gestion* worth anything, pbjsae publish them in 
your valuable paper. ’

ANOTHER FLOOD COMING. 
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1 he Condit ion of the Weather Yesterday — 
"lhe Ohio Hirer l ery High and 
Hieing Rapidly. 

TWENTY-FOUR FEET ON THE FALLS. 


.Yetterday was the warmest day of tho 
year. The weather th© day before had been 
cold nnd raw, but the temperature begun 
miug in the night, accompanied by n gentle 
rainfall. Showers were frequent yesterday 
morning, aud throughout nearly tbo whole 
day there wa-» a sternly mist and drizzle. 
Towards night the ram increased, and the 
total fall was O.fefl of a inch. 

Th® ftreets were ''heorlen nnd unin¬ 
viting, but a great ninny peoplo 
were out, attracted by the warmth 
of the weather. The mud was in the 
superlative degree, nnd street* and cross¬ 
ings were in a fearful condition. A great 
deal of loudness wa* transacted, the weather 
being exceedingly favorable for ■hipping. 
At (1:25 o’clock in the morning thetbermom- 
oter marked 49": at 10:25 it wn* 55.5’; at 
2:25 p. m. it stood at 01.5*; at 0:25, 03’, 
and at 10:25 a maximum of 64’ was reached. 
The mrnn temperature \va* 58 2’. The indi- 
cation* are for rain and ooutiuuod warm 
weather for the next twenty-four hour*. 

THE DANGER OF ANOTHER FLOOD 
is imminent, aud th® river men talked very 
despondingly yesterday. A vtsit to iho river 
f rent showed that the w ater had boon coming 
up slowly nnd steadily, and has now reachod 
a very unfavorable height. All day yester¬ 
day the rate at which it rose was about an 
inch hn hour. There is yet a quantity of 
freight on the love© and wharf, and it is be¬ 
ing rapidly removed to a place of Bafety. 
On every band could be seen hurried prepar¬ 
ations for another siege similar to that of 
last February, and in some places tue {wople 
are already making preparations to move. 

(’apt. Devon gave it as his opinion that 
there would certainly be another flood, nnd 
ho thought it would reach as high as the last 
one. This opinion was concurred in by 
other river man. Already some damage has 
been done, not only to business, but to prop¬ 
erty, and at the foot of Hixth street, somo 
of the houses have been invaded by the 
water. Two days ego it was at a ro- 
spectablo distance, but hns now 
crept up into tho cellars, nnd in two in¬ 
stances iuto the lower floor. 

Capt. lie van's house is almost surrounded, 
and on the “Point” the residents aio greatly 
alarmed. The life~sav«rs wore busy all day 
yesterday making preparations to begin 
their work, and if tho rise continue# to-day 
the destruction will bo great. 

The river at New A itan v was rising an 
inch au hour Inst evening, and the low hinds 
below New Albany are threatened with a 
severe flood. Tho bottom lands near Silver 
creek are overflowed and the rood between 
Clarksville and New Alliatty is covered with 
water. JL-i>orU from the country **.av tho 
creeks are full to tbeir banks nnd considera¬ 
ble damage will result.
